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FAKES ON YOUR 
GROCERY SHELF? 


A US District Court judge this week or- 
dered two Massachusetts companies to 
stop distributing and labeling butterscotch 
flavoring under the Borden brand name, 
after what authorities say may be the 
largest seizure of counterfeit food ever 
made in the United States. 

Judge William Young’s issuance, of a 
preliminary injunction against Action 
Sales, in Holbrook, and Central Engrav- 
ing, in Chelsea, is the latest action against 
black-market counterfeiters nationwide 
who are reaping billions of dollars annually 
by subverting trademark and copyright 
laws and distributing a bounty of bogus 
goods (“The New Piracy,” News, Decem- 
ber 2, 1994). 

With a recent crackdown on counter- 
feit distribution in New York, the prac- 
tice has become increasingly prevalent in 


New England, where laws and enforce- - 


ment are relatively lax. Though not as 
hazardous as counterfeit medicine, auto 
parts, and nuclear-power-plant bolts, 
fake food products are a disturbing sig- 
nal that few consumer goods are im- 
mune to counterfeiting, says Ephram 
Cohen, of the Washington-based In- 
ternational Anti-Counterfeit Coalition. 
“We’ve known it’s out there and we’ve 
known it’s a problem. But this is the 
largest seizure of counterfeit food prod- 
ucts I’ve seen in the States,” Cohen says. 
The complaint against the two compa- 
nies alleges that Central Engraving pro- 
vided Action Sales with tens of thou- 
sands of labels for the bogus Borden 
food, which was presumably to be used 
for baking. The action against 
the companies was 
the

culmination of a two-month investigation 
by Quincy-based Omniquest Internation- 
al, an agency specializing in counterfeit 
cases. 

When Omniquest agents, armed with a 
court seizure order, stormed the compa- 
nies’ two warehouses on January 13, they 
netted more than 15,000 packages of what 
Borden officials say is counterfeit Borden 
Eagle Brand food — enough to fill a trac- 
tor trailer — and tens of thousands of fake 
labels, according to Omniquest co-founder 
Marc Barry. 

“At this point we’re investigating 
whether the product was originally a Bor- 
den product bought from a salvage sale or 
elsewhere,” he says. 

Barry also says that it was evident from 
the thousands of ingredient labels seized 
that the counterfeiters were extending ex- 
piration dates on the food by two years. 

Compounding the possible health 
hazards posed by falsifying the expira- 
| tion dates, Barry says, is that much of 
| the food was unwrapped, dust-covered, 
and unrefrigerated. 

Beyond the civil actions, Barry says, 
the FBI has called a meeting with Om- 
niquest to determine possible crimina] 
sanctions against the companies. A trial 
date for the civil action has been set for 
June 1.

HONAN KICKS OFF 
POUNCIL RUN 


Allston-Brighton native Brian Honan, a 
Suffolk County prosecutor, will run for an 
at-large seat on the Boston City Council 
this year, making him the first challenger 
to declare in what may be a large field of 
candidates. Honan was to launch his cam- 
paign January 26 at the Black Rose pub, 
fear Faneuil Hall. He was to be intro- 
duced by his boss, Suffolk DA Ralph Mar- 
tin, who last year called Honan “one of the 
rising stars in the DA’s office.” 

Honan, 31, is the younger brother of 
36-year-old State Representative Kevin 
Honan (D-Allston), and has been an assis- 


' tant district attorney since 1990. He will 


seek one of four at-large council seats in 
the November election. Three at-large

councilors are expected to seek re-elec- 
tion. The fourth, Councilor John Nucci, 
who topped the city-wide ticket in 1993, 
was elected Suffolk County Clerk last year 
and is not expected to seek another term 
on the council, which paves the way for 
Honan’s candidacy. 

Honan says he wants to use the council 
to target violence in the city. “As a prose- 
cutor here, I see that many people come 
through the system repeatedly,” he says. 
“One of the main reasons is drug and al- 
cohol abuse. I think that’s the root of a lot 
of domestic violence and robberies. It’s 
important to get drug treatment on de- 
mand for those who have a serious sub- 
stance-abuse problem.” 

Suffolk County Sheriff Bob Rufo praises 
Honan’s work as a community activist 
with Brighton’s West End House, a boys’ 
and girls’ club. “He’s a very articulate, 
committed, wholesome, good kid,” says 
Rufo. “He has good strong ideas about 
schools and quality-of-life issues.” 


A graduate of Boston public schools (K- 
8), St. Columbkille’s High School, and 
Boston College, Honan, who once taught 
at St. Patrick’s High School in Brighton, 
wants the Boston public schools “to teach 
more violence prevention.” He believes 
young people need to learn mediation 
skills, negotiation, and conflict resolution 
in much the same way they learn math, 
English, and history. 

Honan has served in a number of capac- 
ities in the DA’s office: supervisor of the 
Roxbury District Court, prosecutor in the 
Dorchester jury session, and, now, in the 
Superior Court’s organized-crime divi- 
sion. He is also a member of the DA’s 
homicide-response unit. 

A citywide campaign for council, he es- 
timates, will cost $100,000. “It’s going to 
be difficult,” he says. “I’m going to make 
an honest shot at it. There’s an opening 
citywide, and no other candidates are 


coming out of Brighton.”

SERIOUS NEWS 
FOR NEW ENGLAND 


With local newscasts focusing on 
shorter stories, more violence, and O.]., 
NewsNight — a joint venture of New 
England Cable News (NECN) and 
WGBH-TV (Channel 2) — should be a 
worthwhile alternative. Set to debut on 
February 6, the program will be broad- 
cast live Monday 
through Friday at 6 
p.m. on NECN, and 
will repeat on 
Channel 2 at 11:30 
p.m. 

NewsNight’s for- 
mat will be similar 
to that of ABC’s 
Nightline, according 
to producer John, 
VanScoyoc: the 30- 
minute program will SAHL: more 
begin with a five- or depth. 
10-minute report on 
a local issue, followed by interviews with 
one to four guests who are experts on 
that issue. One difference is that News- 
Night will occasionally include a call-in 
segment. 

The host will be former WHDH-TV 
(Channel 7) anchor R.D. Sahl, who’s 
been anchoring NECN’s 6:30 p.m. news 
since November. “I think in the age of the 
10-second soundbite, a lot of things go by 
that aren’t understood very well in terms 
of content, meaning, and impact,” he 
says, adding he hopes NewsNight will pro- 
vide “a better sense of what the story is 
about.” 

As for the issues NewsNight will tackle, 
Sahl suggests an eclectic mix, from Open- 
ing Day at Fenway Park to welfare reform, 
from interviews with the 1996 presidential 
candidates to the 50th anniversary of the 
bombing of Hiroshima. 

VanScoyoc was managing editor of 
Channel 2’s late, lamented Ten O’Clock 
News, which was canceled in 1991 in a 
budget-cutting move. He expects News- 
Night will appeal to people who are inter- 
esting in learning about issues in depth 
rather than “watching events just sort of 
spin by like a whirlwind.” 

VanScoyoc moved from WGBH to 
NECN: just a few weeks ago, and says 
planning for NewsNight actually began at 
WGBH’s instigation, although NECN has 
since taken the lead in developing the 
program. 

Two guests have already been lined up 
for NewsNight’s first week: General 
Bernard Trainor, co-author of The Gener- 
als’ War: The Inside Story of the Conflict 
in the Gulf (Little, Brown, 1994), and the 
MIT Media Lab’s Nicholas Negroponte, 
who’s expanded his columns for Wired 
magazine into a book titled Being Digital 
(Knopf, 1995).

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It takes two 


A modest proposal for holding 
|fathers equally accountable

ou start out with the 

philosophy that you 

can have as many ba- 

bies as you want... if 

you don’t ask the gov- 
ernment to take care of them. But 
when you start asking the govern- 
ment to take care of them, the gov- 
ernment ought to have some control 
over you. I would say, for people like 
that, if they want the government to 
take care of their children I would be 
for something like Norplant, manda- 
tory Norplant.” 

What well-known politician made 
the above remarks? Newt Gingrich? 
Jesse Helms? Dan Quayle? No, it 
was Marion Barry, newly installed 
Democratic mayor of our nation’s 
capital, speaking last November to 
Sally Quinn of the Washington Post. 
The same Marion Barry whose 
swearing-in on January 2 featured a 
poetry reading by Maya Angelou, 


| who, according to the New York 


Times, “drew thunderous applause 
when she pointed at Mr. Barry and 
crooned: ‘Me and my baby, we gonna 
shine, shine!’ ” Ms. Angelou sure 
knows how to pick them. 

One of my neighbors told me in the 
laundry room that it wasn’t very nice 
of me to have mentioned Arianna 
Huffington’s millions when we “de- 
bated” spirituality and school prayer 
on Crossfire the other day. So I won’t 
belabor Mayor Barry’s personal histo- 
ry here. After all, the great thing 
about Christianity, of which Mayor 
Barry told Ms. Quinn he is now a fer- 
vent devotee, is that you can always 
declare yourself reformed, reborn, 
and redeemed. So maybe Mayor 
(“Bitch set me up”) Barry really is the 
man to “bring integrity back into gov- 
ernment,” as he is promising to do. 

But isn’t it interesting that the 
male politicians who go all out for 
family values — the deadbeat dads, 
multiple divorcers, convicted felons, 
gropers, and philanderers who rule 
the land — always focus on women’s 
behavior and always in a punitive 
way? You could, after all, see the 
plethora of women and children in 
poverty as the fruits of male feckless- 
ness, callousness, selfishness, and 
sexual vanity. We hear an awful lot 
about pregnant teens, but what about 
the fact that 30 percent of fathers of 
babies born to girls under 16 are 
men in their 20s or older? What 
about the fact that the condom is the 
only cheap, easy-to-use, effective, 
side-effectless nonprescription 
method of contraception — and it is 
the male partner who must choose to 
use it? What about the 50 percent of 
welfare mothers who are on the rolls 
because of divorce — i.e., the failure 
of judges to order, or husbands to 
pay, adequate child support? 

Marion Barry’s views on welfare 
are shared by millions: women have 
babies by parthenogenesis or cloning, 
and then perversely demand that the 
government “take care of them.” Last 
time I' looked, taking care of children 
‘meant feeding, bathing, and singing 
the Barney song, and mothers, not 
government bureaucrats, were per- 
forming those tasks. It is not the 


mother’s care that welfare replaces,

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but the father’s cash. Newt Gingrich’s 
Personal Responsibility Act is direct- 
ed against unmarried moms, but 
these women are actually assuming a 
responsibility that their babies’ fathers 
have shirked. It’s all very well to talk 
about orphanages, but what would 
happen to children if mothers aban- 
doned them at the rate fathers do? A 
woman who leaves her newborn in 
the hospital and never returns for it 
still makes headlines. You’d need a 
list as thick as the New York City 
phone book to name the men who 
have no idea where or how or who 
their children are. 

My point is not to demonize men, 
but fair’s fair. If we’ve come so far 


down the road that we’re talking 
about mandatory Norplant, about 
starving women into giving up their 
kids to orphanages (Republican ver- 
sion) or forcing young mothers to live 
in group homes (Democratic version); 
if The Bell Curve co-author Charles 
Murray elicits barely a peep when he 
suggests releasing men from financial 
obligations to out-of-wedlock chil- 
dren; and if divorced moms have to 
hire private detectives to.get their exes 
to pay court-awarded child support, 
then it’s time to ensure that the Per- 
sonal Responsibility Act applies equal- 
ly to both sexes. For example: 

1) A man who fathers a child out 
of wedlock must pay $10,000 a year 
or 20 percent of his income, whichev- 
er is greater, in child support until the 
child reaches 21. If he is unable to 
pay, the government will, in which 
case the father will be given a work- 
fare (no wage) job and a dorm resi- 
dence comparable to those provided 
homeless women and children — i.e., 
curfews, no visitors, and compulsory 
group-therapy sessions in which, 


along with other unwed fathers, he 
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.can learn-to identify the patterns of 


irresponsibility that led him to im- 
pregnate a woman so thoughtlessly. 

2) A man who fathers a second 
child out of wedlock must pay child 
support equal to that for the first; if 
he can’t, or is already on workfare, he 
must have a vasectomy. A sample of 
his sperm will be preserved so he can 
father more children if he becomes 
able to support the ones he already 
has. 

3) Married men who father chil- 
dren out of wedlock or in sequential 
marriages have the same obligations 
to all their children, whose living 
standards must be as close to equal as 
is humanly possible. This means that

some older men will be financially un- 
able to provide their much-younger 
trophy wives. with the babies those 
women often crave. Too bad! 

4) Given the important role played 
by fathers in everything from upping 
their children’s test scores to teaching 
them the meaning of terms like “wide 
receiver”and “throw weight,” di- 
vorced or unwed fathers will be legal- 
ly compelled to spend time with their 
children or face criminal charges of 
child neglect. Absentee dads, not 
overburdened single moms, will be 


. legally liable for the crimes and mis- 


demeanors of their minor children, 
and their paychecks will be docked if 
the kids are truant. 

5) In view of the fact that men can 
father children unknowingly, all men 
will pay a special annual tax to pro- 
vide support for children whose pa- 
ternity is unknown. Men wishing to 
avoid the tax can undergo a vasecto- 
my at state expense, with sperm to be 
frozen at personal expense (Republi- 
can version) or by government sub- 
sidy (Democratic version). 
As I was saying, fair’s fair.

Execution is about human sacrifice, 
not justice. Three celebrated murder 
cases show why. 


n the night of June 12, 1994, O.J. Simpson al- 

legedly murdered his ex-wife Nicole Brown Simp- 

son and her friend Ronald Goldman, plunging a 

knife into them over and over with an athlete’s brute 
strength and a jealous lover’s psychotic rage. 

Simpson’s defense lawyers insist vehemently that 

this isn’t true, of course. But the evidence seems

overwhelming, and now that the trial is fi- 
nally under way, there’s little they can do 
about it but stamp their feet and holler 
“Objection!” every time another bloody 
glove, another fingerprint, or another 
DNA-test result is introduced into evi- 
dence. The primary reasonable doubt that 
remains is whether the prosecution can 
muster the minimal competence needed to 
prove that Simpson did, indeed, do what 
the police and nearly every person in 
America other than Robert 
Shapiro, Johnnie Cochran, F. 
Lee Bailey, and Alan Der- 
showitz already believe he did. 

Yet if Simpson is convicted 
he will not be strapped into a 
chair in California’s gas cham- 
ber. No, Simpson will be sen- 
tenced to life in prison. Who 
knows? Perhaps 25 or 30 years 
hence, when the Juice is dying 
peacefully of some disease of 
old age, the governor will par- 
don the one-time football leg- 
end, figuring Simpson has suf- 
fered enough for what was, af- 
ter all, a crime of passion. And 
O.J. will make a few public ap- 
pearances, telling church 
groups and Kiwanis gatherings 
that he found Jesus behind bars, 
that he sure is sorry for what he 
did, and that, man, getting that 
2000th yard was just about the 
greatest feeling he ever had. 

Under California law, Simp- 
son was never likely to face exe- 
cution. He had no prior felony 
record, and, experts say, mur- 
derers convicted in domestic-vi- 
olence cases are almost never 
sentenced to death. But such le- 
gal niceties say nothing about 
Nicole Simpson’s fighting des- 
perately for her life on the walk- 
way outside her Brentwood townhouse, 
not knowing whether her ex-husband 
might next head upstairs, where their chil- 
dren were. 

Forget the stories about innocent people 
being executed by mistake, the studies that 
show black people are executed at a higher 
rate than whites, the reality that capital 
punishment is a dirty, ugly business. Be- 
cause O.J. Simpson is, all by himself, a 
screaming example of why we should abol- 
ish the death penalty. Put simply: if we 
can’t execute a man who’s done the things 
he’s done, then we have no business exe- 
cuting anyone. 

= 

The Simpson trial and two other high- 
profile murder cases — those of John 
Salvi, who is accused of killing two people 
in Brookline abortion clinics, and Susan 
Smith, the Union, South Carolina, mother 
who has admitted to drowning her two 
young sons — have focused new attention 
on the death penalty. Massachusetts Gov- 
ernor Bill Weld, who supports capital pun- 
ishment but who’s so far done little to 
bring it back, may make a serious effort on 
its behalf, especially if he’s interested in 
boosting his presidential prospects. Yet the 
hypocrisy of Simpson’s not facing death, 
and troubling questions about Salvi and 
Smith, may work against public support 
for the death penalty. 

Capital punishment isn’t about deter- 
rence; if it were, then its proponents 
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wouldn’t object to the alternative of life in 
prison without parole. It certainly isn’t 
about retribution, at least not in a literal 
sense: we’d need an execution for each of 
the 25,000 murders that takes place every 
year in this country for that kind of Old 
Testament justice to be served. No, capital 
punishment is about ritual, about trying to 
appease the forces of evil that threaten to 
sweep us away; about trying to negotiate a 
cease-fire with the exaggerated violence 
we see on our television screens, behind 
our locked doors. As ritual, the death 
penalty has failed. But rather than drawing 
the logical conclusion that human sacrifice 
doesn’t work, we chant louder, beat the 

drums harder, and demand that anoth-

er soul be hurled into the mouth of the 
volcano. 

That’s why the Simpson, Salvi, and 
Smith cases may make us stop and think. 
If death is a just punishment for murder, 
then all three deserve to die. But none of 
them qualifies as the anonymous Other, 
the personification of pure evil that must 
be removed from our midst. Simpson was 
for years a guest in our living rooms, not 
just streaking across the football field, but 
also yukking it up with Arnold Palmer in 
Hertz commercials and poking fun at him- 
self in the Naked Gun movies. Salvi and 
Smith are too pathetic to die — lost, con- 
fused children who provoke feelings of 
both sympathy and revulsion. Smith faces 
the death penalty, but we get the sense it 
will never come to that. 

John Salvi walked into two abortion 
clinics on December 30 and fatally shot 
staff members Shannon Lowney and Lee 
Ann Nichols. Paul Hill, who murdered 
abortion doctor John Britton and his es- 
cort James Barrett outside a Pensacola, 
Florida, abortion clinic last July 29, is now 
on death row. Yet Massachusetts doesn’t 
have a death penalty, and though Salvi 
could be executed under federal law, a 
federal prosecutor has already said that’s 
not likely to happen. The purported rea- 
son: the absence of a death-penalty law in 
Massachusetts indicates a lack of support 
for capital punishment here (the polls 
notwithstanding), and the US attorney’s 
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office must take such local feelings into 
account. 

But there’s something deeper going on. 
Even though Salvi and Hill both acted out 
of supposed religious beliefs, and even 
though such misdirected zealotry calls 
their sanity into question, Hill is a cool, 
calculating killer who’s able to articulate 
exactly why he did what he did, a willing 
participant in the ritual of death. Salvi, on 
the other hand, is obviously confused, 
writing that he wants to be executed if 
found guilty and to become a priest if he’s 
acquitted, and charging his jailers with 
putting semen in his grits. Salvi’s wishes 
aside, even most death-penalty advocates 
are repulsed at the no-

Solicitor Tommy Pope, who’s prosecuting 
Susan Smith for drowning her two boys, 
Michael, three, and Alex, 14 months, last 
October 25, decided recently to ask for the 
death penalty. Earlier he said the wishes of 
the boys’ family would be “a major factor” 
in whether he would seek death, and by all 
indications the family opposes Smith’s go- 
ing to the electric chair. 

“I don’t think she should face execution 
for what she did,” her sister-in-law Rebec- 
ca Smith told the Boston Globe last 
November, “and I believe most of my fam- 
ily feels the same way. It’s very hard to say 
you want to see someone you have known 
and loved executed. She is just a very dis- 
turbed person.” 

Under the intense glare of the media 
spotlight, Pope decided to ignore such 
sentiments. Susan Smith made the mistake 
of going on national television and plead- 
ing for her babies, whom she’d already 
strapped into their seats in the car she 
backed into John D. Long Lake. Parents 
kill their children every day, but Smith 
played with our emotions, made us think 
haunting, horrifying thoughts about dying 
children screaming for their mother even 
as she was drowning them. For that she’s 
been singled out for death. 

Yet revelations about Smith — the sex- 
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ual abuse she allegedly suffered as a child, 
her emotional stress as a young mother 
going through a divorce, the near-cataton- 
ic state she has reportedly gone into since 
her arrest — make it difficult to picture 
someone pulling the switch on her. 

Pope’s calling for the death penalty was 
itself a ritual, a public reassertion of the 
belief, held since ancient times, that a 
mother’s killing her children is one of the 
most terrible crimes imaginable. Now that 
Pope has spoken to our nightmares about 
the Evil Mommy, perhaps he will feel free 
to take on the role of the Benevolent Fa- 
ther by allowing her to plead guilty and 
serve the rest of her life in prison. 


* 

Our dance with death is cynical and 
cowardly. We can’t look execution in 
the eye; we shy away, willing to let it 
slake our thirst for human sacrifice and 
heal our psychic wounds but scared to 
ask too many questions. 

We’ve been conditioned to feel that 
we need these rituals. Watching twisted 
killers such as Ted Bundy and John 
Wayne Gacy die satisfies not just our 
sense of justice, but also some dark, 
undefinable instinct we have to appease 
the uncontrollable forces that swirl 
around us. “There’s an unmitigated ha- 
tred for people like Gacy and Bundy,” 
says James Alan Fox, dean of North- 
eastern University’s College of Criminal 
Justice and co-author of Overkill: Mass 
Murder and Serial Killing Exposed 
(Plenum Press, 1994). Referring to 
Bundy, Gacy, and other serial killers, 
Fox adds, “It’s the killing for sport that 
sets it aside. It’s basically the motiva- 
tion. And in some of the cases I’ve 
studied, the motivation is pure thrill, 
enjoyment, entertainment, and sexual 
gratification.” 

Watching O.J. Simpson be led off to 

the gas chamber, on the other hand, 
would be like watching a friend — no, 
like watching the high-school football 
star who was two years ahead of you 
and whom everyone admired — meet 
his untimely demise. For one night, 
anyway, Simpson may have been as evil 
and twisted as Bundy and Gacy, but his 
execution would not serve the ritualistic 
purpose that theirs did. 
“We want to execute the non-human 
criminals, the ones we have no relationship 
with,” says Richard Dieter, executive di- 
rector of the Death Penalty Information 
Center, an anti-capital-punishment orga- 
nization based in Washington. “We could 
never do that with O.J. Simpson. He just 
could never be put on that level. People 
would always be visualizing O.J. Simpson 
in the gas chamber, and that’s too hard for 
people to bear. As long as we can relate to 
an individual, there’s much more resis- 
tance to executing a person.” 

We can relate to John Salvi and Susan 
Smith, too. Not that we can understand or 
forgive them, but certainly we recognize 
that these are two people whose intensely 
unhappy childhoods deteriorated into iso- 
lation and madness. We feel, too, for their 
families: even if they didn’t succeed in 
raising their children to be functioning 
adults, they tried to do the right thing. Do 
we really want Salvi’s and Smith’s mothers 
to watch their children die at the hands of 
the state? 

No. Death is to be meted out only to 
those undeserving wretches who do not 
provoke our sympathy, who we can offer 
up, Dieter says, “as if it were some ancient 
ritual in which life is taken as a sacrifice to 
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please the gods.” 

Thus some of capital punishment’s most vociferous sup- 
porters actually undermine it, because they either don’t un- 
derstand or don’t care about its ritualistic uses. Take, for in- 
stance, WBZ Radio talk-show host David Brudnoy, who ad- 
vocates executing every murderer within days of 
apprehension. 

“I would really love to see what the effect would be of 
25,000 or 30,000 executions a year,” he says. “And I know 
that sounds harsh, but any other form of argument in regard 
to deterrence would be regarded by you and me as silly if it 
dealt with an incidence so small as to be statistically of no 
weight.” 

Yet we would never put up with state-sanctioned death on 
such a massive scale. Brudnoy bases his argument on logic, 
and on notions of criminal justice and deterrence. Never 
mind that Brudnoy’s outrageous suggestion is the only fair 
way to administer the death penalty; killing 70 murderers a 
day isn’t ritual, it’s slaughter. 

The Catholic Church, by advocating what it describes as 
the “seamless garment of life” (against abortion rights, 
against the death penalty, for social programs for the poor), 
has, like Brudnoy, taken itself out of the debate by refusing 
to pay tribute to ritual — in this case, the ritual of punish- 
ment. The anti-choice activists with whom the Church is 
most closely aligned tend to favor the death penalty and to 
oppose social programs — a phenomenon that recently led 
Margaret O’Brien Steinfels, the editor of the Catholic jour- 
nal Commonweal, to admit in an interview with National 
Public Radio that most anti-abortion activists are not 
pro-life. 

Those who oppose abortion but support capital punish- 
ment may be inconsistent with regard to life, but their beliefs 
are entirely consistent with a view of the world dominated by 
punishment. 

In such a world, a pregnant single mother should be 
forced to give birth because she committed the sin of having 
sex, and she should continue to pay for that sin by being 
thrown into a life of poverty and hopelessness. And if her 
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should be killed, too, thus closing the circle of sinfulness. 

By refusing to embrace this ritual of punishment, the 
Catholic Church has been unable to reach the very people 
who are otherwise its staunchest supporters.

In the early days of the republic, the ritualistic importance 
of execution was much more explicit. Historian Louis P. 
Masur, in Rites of Execution: Capital Punishment and the 
Transformation of American Culture, 1776-1865 (Oxford 
University Press, 1989), writes that hanging day was an op- 
portunity for civil and religious leaders to join together “to 
display their authority and to convey the values they believed 
most fundamental to the preservation of the moral and social 
order of the community.” The ritual placed great emphasis 
on the condemned’s coming to terms with his.criminal be- 


‘havior ‘and demonstrating his penitence. This: ensured his 
immediate entry into heaven, Masur writes, and thus allevi- 
ated any feelings of revulsion the spectators may have felt to- 
ward the hideous spectacle: 


If the civil component of execution day highlighted the 
temporal death of the criminal, the religious meaning of 
the event shifted the focus to the eternal life of the con- 
demned: In this way the State presented itself as both 
punitive and benevolent, strictly punishing for the imme- 
diate benefit of society and even the everlasting welfare 
of the prisoner. So that the spectators might grasp this 
message completely, ministers urged the criminal to per- 
form the role of the true penitent at the gallows. For ob- 
servers, this was perhaps the most dramatic episode in 
the theater of executions. How would the prisoner act at 
the gallows? What sort of moral vessel would the prison- 
er become? 
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Such rituals reinforced the role of the community and of 
its relationship to its governors and to God. 

Today’s death-penalty ritual, on the other hand, serves a 
different purpose: to restore, however fleetingly, a feeling of 
control over a world that we believe has descended into dan- 
gerous chaos. To impose order on this chaos, Masur says, 
we surround modern executions with the trappings of a 
technological society: death is carried out behind closed 
doors, often by lethal injection or other supposedly humane 
methods. The execution comes years after the crime for 
which the inmate has been condemned, adding to the sani- 
tized atmosphere that surrounds the proceedings. 

“Anxieties about war, fear of crime, indignation at being 
victimized provoke the authorities to use the power of life 
and death as a public gesture of strength, self-confidence, 
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avoid such arbitrary justice. John Salvi and Susan Smith will 


probably escape that fate, too: neither is the personification 
of evil we single out for our ritual of death. 

So who dies? A recent computer search seeking to match 
“Simpson” with “death penalty” turned up this news item 
from the Chicago Tribune of June 17, 1993: “Robert Lee 
Simpson, 40, of Riverdale IL, was convicted of murdering 
Glenwood’s Barbara Lindich, a mother of three, during a 
holdup. Simpson was sentenced to death, but the case will 
automatically be appealed to the state Supreme Court.”

overnor Bill Weld plans

Capital punishment appears to be 
popular in polls, but it doesn’t have a 
| well-organized constituency. And a 
more detailed survey taken last fall 
| has revealed underlying misgivings 
by Bay Staters about executions. 
This year, Weld’s presidential ambi- 
tions could cause him to push for- 
ward on the issue in order to gain media at- 
| tention, but the spotlight’s glare might also 
reveal him to be hopelessly out of touch 
with both the legislature and the public. 

Last summer, Weld predicted that pas- 
sage of a law enacting the death penalty in 
Massachusetts was imminent. Lieutenant 
Governor Paul Cellucci even made the hy- 
perbolic prediction that he and the governor 
had lined up the votes in both houses. But 
House Speaker Charlie Flaherty (D-Cam- 
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bridge), a death-penalty opponent, 
carried the day when the House 
of Representatives took up the 

bill on July 26, and capital 
punishment went down to de- 
feat by a vote of 86-70. 

House Republican Leader Ed 
Teague (R-Yarmouth Port), who 
led last year’s charge to 
bring back the chair, 
says, “I certainly expect 
that the death penalty 
will come up this year.” 
Teague has put his hopes on 
the 29 new House mem- 
bers, and notes, “Most 
people who participated 
in the debate last year will 
tend to stick to their guns. 

I don’t know how the new mem- 
bers will fall.” 

Capital punishment is an issue 
that’s particularly popular among 
those who vote in Republican presi- 
dential primaries, and it’s been no se- 
cret that Weld has seemed more inter- 
ested in national office lately than the 
one he holds. Perhaps for that reason, 
it’s not yet clear when the death penalty 
will be debated. “The time line largely 
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depends on the governor, on when he 
thinks it’s politically feasible,” says one 
Democratic State House source and 
death-penalty opponent. “If he runs for 
president, when would it be best for him to 
hit this to help him in New Hampshire? I 
would assume probably later in the year.” 
But Mary Lee King, the governor’s chief 
policy advisor, says Weld will file his bill 
“sooner rather than later.” She adds, 
“We’re going to push for a hearing. We'll 
file it as a separate piece of legislation 
within the crime package.” King speculat- 
ed that Republicans might try to attach the 
bill to the state budget, which is normally 
debated between May and July. 
Even death-penalty pro- 
ponents, though, have 
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not yet agreed on what kind of legislation 
they will seek. State Senator Jim Jajuga 
(D-Methuen), a former state trooper who 
has filed capital-punishment legislation for 
the last four years, believes that the gover- 
nor’s first bill, which specified a dozen cat- 
egories of murder to be punished by exe- 
cution, failed because it was too broad. 
Weld’s bill would have meant death for 
those found guilty of the following crimes: 
murder of law-enforcement officers in the 
line of duty; contract killing; murder com- 
mitted in the course of drug trafficking, 
rape, robbery, or home invasion; murder 
committed with bombs or automatic 
weapons; murder committed by a 
defendant previously convicted 
of first- or second-degree

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murder, or by inmates in jail, on furlough, 
on work release, or during an escape; mur- 
der of a judge, juror, witness, or prosecu- 
tor; murder committed to avoid arrest; 
killing of multiple victims; and murder ac- 
companied by “extreme atrocity,” such as 
torture. 

Jajuga’s bill specifies only four crimes 
to be avenged by death, each involving 
the killing of a law-enforcement officer. 
“Somewhere between the governor’s 12 
and Jim Jajuga’s four,” says Jajuga, “I 
think there’s something people could 
support. I’m not saying it’s going to be 
easy. But as you 
start adding cate- 
gories, you start 
diminishing the 
chance of the bill’s 
passage.”

federal poultry inspectors. The danger 
for Jajuga, Weld, and others who pro- 
mote death only for those who murder 
certain classes of victims is that their 
proposals, in effect, place greater value 
on some lives than others. For example, 
the life of a woman who is killed by her 
husband is apparently not deemed as 
worthy as that of a member of the over- 
whelmingly male police forces. 

It’s become part of the conventional 
wisdom of politics that the public favors 
the death penalty. Last September, the 
Northeastern University College of Crimi- 
nal Justice took a poll that showed 74 per- 
cent of the Massachusetts public generally 
supports the death penalty for those con- 
victed of first-degree murder. Only 18 
percent oppose it. This result mirrors sim- 
ilar polls taken by other polling outfits in 
10 other states, including New York, Cali- 
fornia, Florida, and Georgia. 

But the Northeastern poll probed even 
deeper into the public’s thoughts about the 
death penalty. It found that 80 percent of 
respondents also agree with this next state- 
ment: “The death penalty is too arbitrary be- 
cause some people are executed while others 
serve prison time for the same crimes.” 

The un-American concept that one life 
is more important than another under- 
scores the public’s misgivings about the 
fairness with which capital punishment is 
applied. The Northeastern poll also found 
that 83 percent of respondents believe that 
defendants who can afford good lawyers 
almost never receive a death sentence, 81 
percent “wish we had a better way than 
the death penalty for stopping murders,” 
55 percent say the penalty is unfairly ap- 
plied to blacks, 44 percent have moral 
doubts about death as punishment, and 40 
percent are personally “not really comfort- 
able about the death penalty.” 

The alleged strong support for execution 
also begins to fade when alternatives are 
proposed. According to the same poll, 54 
percent would prefer a sentence of life 
without parole, with support for the death 
penalty dropping to 38 percent. And if life 
without parole included a requirement that 
murderers work in prison industries to pro- 
vide financial restitution to victims and fam- 
ilies, 67 percent prefer life-plus-restitution, 
with only 23 percent still preferring death. 

Weld, like most politicians, has taken 
his own polls. It’s likely that his have also 
shown wide support fdr capital punish- 
ment. But it’s not clear that Weld has 
asked the kinds of follow-up questions 
that the researchers at Northeastern did. 
That could explain why, last summer, 
Weld cavalierly pledged to unseat legisla- 
tors who opposed him on this issue. He 
specifically singled out Representative Joe 
McIntyre (D-New Bedford), who chaired 
the Criminal Justice Committee. Despite 
Weld’s empty threats, McIntyre won with 
73 percent of the vote, and not a single 
anti-death-penalty legislator was unseated 
on that issue (“Talking Politics,” News, 
December 9, 1994). 

Supporters of the death penalty, like 
Weld, tend to cite polling numbers instead 
of building active constituencies to lobby for 
the issue. There are a few family members 
of murder victims who've been stirred up by 
Weld, but their constituency is small and 


.| unorganized. Even Representative Donna 
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Cuomo (R-Methuen), the sister of one of 
Willie Horton’s murder victims, voted 
against Weld’s death-penalty law last July. 
And then there are the members of police 
unions who use the issue selectively to em- 
barrass politicians they may also dislike for 
other reasons. Jajuga, at least, has figured 
that out. He seems to know that legislation 
is about @ppeasing special-interest groups, 
and has targeted his bill accordingly. 
Opponents of the death penalty worry 
that a particularly horrid murder in the 
next year could spark a new call for capital 
punishment. But that didn’t happen, for 
example, after the December 30 shootings 
at two Brookline abortion clinics. The 
irony is that many of those who most ve- 
hemently favor the death penalty also op- 
pose abortion rights. Again, too many 
death-penalty advocates 
appear to believe that 
some lives have more val- 
ue than others. 

Teague and other pro- 
death-penalty legislators 
are pinning their hopes on 
the 29 new representatives 
in the House. Those 29 re- 
placed 12 House members

who were against the death penalty and 17 
who were for it. If the remaining legislators. 
who voted against the death penalty don’t 
change positions on what is widely viewed 
as an issue of conscience, Weld would have 
to gain 28 of the 29 rookies in order to 
win. But at least six of those new legislators 
declared during their campaigns that they 
would oppose any form of capital punish- 
ment. Representatives Charlotte Richie (D- 
Dorchester), Steve Tolman (D-Brighton), 
Kay Kahn (D-Newton), Jay Kaufman (D- 
Lexington), Paul Demakis (D-Beacon 
Hill), and Rachel Kaprielian (D-Water- 
town) all completed questionnaires for Cit- 
izens for Participation in Political Action, 
making that stance public. Two more new 
representatives, Shirley Gomes (D-Har- 
wich) and Anthony Verga (D-Gloucester), 
tell the Phoenix that they, too, will oppose 
- capital punishment. 

The Phoenix found 15 new members 
who support the death penalty to varying 
degrees, and the positions of another six 
are unknown. Barring changes in the posi- 
tions of at least six House members who 
voted against capital punishment last year, 
a death-penalty majority seems unlikely. 

“We haven’t really talked to the new 
members,” admits Weld aide King. “There 
are sO many new ones. We’ll have to, when 
the time comes, start looking.” 

But organizers for the Civil Liberties 
Union of Massachusétts and other anti- 
death-penalty groups have been working 
hard behind the scenes to shore up oppo- 
sition while the governor snoozes. 

With an insufficient number of votes in 
his pocket, Weld appears to be reviving 
death-penalty legislation as a purely politi- 
cal maneuver. “My guess is that Weld and 
the Republicans will bring it up later and 
try to maximize whatever public-relations 
benefit they can get out of it,” says the un- 
named Democratic State House source. 
“I’m not looking forward to it. On this is- 
sue, you have to play defense. It’s difficult 
to score points on defense. You score 
points on offense.” 

But if Weld’s offense takes the field and 
merely stomps around on the issue only to 
lose again, the governor can be comforted 
by the fact that political suicide is not yet 
punishable by death. Q

t was cold, foggy, and still 
dark at 3 a.m. in Green 
Bank, West Virginia, when 
Harvard graduate Frank 
Drake’s alarm clock sound- 
ed. Despite the early hour, the 29- 





trouble dragging himself out of bed. 
Drake and two student assistants at 
the National Radio Astronomy Ob- 
servatory were about to make histo- 
ry, and they knew it. The date was 
April 8, 1960, and the team was go- 
ing to take humankind’s first-ever 
crack at interstellar communication. 
For the first time, human beings 
would turn an ear to the cosmos in 
an attempt to intercept radio signals 
transmitted from far-off planetary sys- 
tems by intelligent, though probably 
quite nonhuman, beings. 

Drake had dubbed the project “Ozma,” 
after a princess from L. Frank Baum’s fic- 
titious land of Oz, a faraway place inhabit- 
ed by strange and exotic creatures. The ex- 
periment relied on the observatory’s 85- 
foot-diameter radio telescope — which re- 
sembles a massive satellite dish. The struc- 
ture’s receiver is located in a cylinder at the 
reflector’s focal point, more than five sto- 
ries off the ground, and, before proceeding

ing, Drake had to spend nearly an hour in- 
side this “glorified garbage can,” tuning a 
special amplifier. By 5 a.m., however, he 
was back in the control room, ready to lis- 
ten. It was a verifiable radio signal he 
sought — one that would stand out from 
the cosmic background noise in a distinctly 
artificial way. 

It was a humble beginning for a search 
that would in time unite some of the 
world’s greatest scientific minds; escort the 
emerging field of radio astronomy into 
prominence; engage NASA, Congress, and 
roughly $75 million in private and federal 
funds; and, ultimately, make a legitimate 
scientific pursuit of one of the oldest and 
most profound questions in human history: 
are we alone in the universe? 

Today, more than 34 years later — de- 
spite exponential leaps in technology and 
the completion of close to 70 cosmic eaves- 
dropping projects worldwide — the com- 
bined efforts have covered only the tiniest 
fraction of our galaxy. “You can’t even say 
we haven’t scratched the surface, because 
it’s too weak an analogy,” says Dr. Jill 
Tarter, who is now the top project scientist 
at the SETI Institute (Search for Extrater- 
restrial Intelligence) in Mountain View, 
California. “If you want to enumerate it, 
which we used to do very assiduously, 
[we’ve covered] one part in. 10!2 (one tril- 
lion), one part in 10!° (ten billien) maybe.” 

Frank Drake is now 64, a profess6Mef as- 
tronomy at the University of California/San-

But in 1960 he was fresh from graduate 
school at Harvard University, where he was 


one of the first students to earn a doctorate’ 


in the nascent field of radio astronomy. Un- 
like conventional astronomy, in which scien- 
tists look for visible phenomena, radio as- 
tronomers use special receiving devices to 
probe regions of the electromagnetic spec- 
trum invisible to optical telescopes. 


Project Ozma 

On the fateful morning of April 8, 1960, 
Drake and his helpers had no idea what 
they might find. In the Green Bank control 
room, the receiver had been rigged to both 
a speaker and a chart recorder — a device 
that, like a seismograph, converts incoming 
signals into up-and-down scribbles on a 
moving sheet of paper. Drake had chosen 
to search at a radio frequency near 1420 
million vibra- 
tions per sec- 


frequency of 
the hydrogen 
atom. 

Research- 
ers can exam- 
ine only a small 
portion of the 
vast range of fre- 
quencies that 
make up the 
electromagnetic 
spectrum. This 
kind of search is 
like moving to rural 
Nevada, setting the 1“ 
tuning knob on your 
radio while it is turned 
off, and then turning it on in 
hopes of pulling in a station. Be- 
cause hydrogen is the most abundant el- 
ement in the cosmos, though, Drake sur- 
mised that other intelligent civilizations 
might recognize its frequency as special. It 
also falls into the cosmic “quiet zone,” the 
portion of the electromagnetic spectrum rel- 
atively free of interference from natural ce- 
lestial sources and artificial terrestrial ones. 

Drake pointed the telescope toward Tau 
Ceti, a nearby star in the constellation Ce- 
tus, the whale. The team waited in antici- 
pation. And waited. They waited until 
noon, when their target plunged below the 
horizon. They then aimed the telescope at 
Epsilon Eridani — from the constellation 
Eridanus, the river — and resumed their 
wait. 

Minutes later, loud squawks burst forth 
from the speaker and the pen on the chart 
recorder flew crazily off the scale with 
pulses that were coming in eight times a 
second. “We were running around trying 
to figure out what went wrong or what we 
should do next,” Drake recalls. Barely able 
to contain his excitement, Drake did what 
he had been trained to do. He aimed the 
telescope away from the star, then moved it 
back to see if the signal returned. It didn’t. 

Ten days later, the signal appeared 
again, long enough for the scientists to fig- 
ure out its origin: Earth. Only much later 
did a military source confirm, as Drake 
had suspected, that the signal was an elec- 
tronic countermeasure, a jamming device 
used by military aircraft. 

Ozma had searched two stars for a total 
of two weeks at a single frequency. The 
materials to set it up had cost next to noth- 
ing, and the search had found nothing — 
except important life-long colleagues for 
Drake. 

About a year later, Drake got a call from 
J. Peter Pearman, a member of the Space 
Science Board of the National Academy of 
Sciences. At Pearman’s prompting, the two 
organized the first scientific conference on 
what came to be known as SETI. It was 
held at the Green Bank observatory in 
1961. Among those in attendance were 
Carl Sagan, the young hot-shot as- 
tronomer, and chemist Melvin Calvin — 
who would receive a 4 a.m. telephone call 
from Sweden during the conference, 
bringing with it news of a Nobel Prize. 
When the nine attendees joined Drake in a 
Green Bank conference room, written on 
the blackboard was: 

N=Rf,n, fifi L 

This equation, now printed in virtually 
every astronomy textbook, estimates the 
number (N) of civilizations in space that 
humans are capable of detecting. To get 
that number, the so-called Drake Equation 
multiplies the rate of star formation (R) by 
a series of fractions representing the likeli- 
hood that a star would have a planet with 
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an advanced civilization. Finally, that num- 
ber is multiplied by the average longevity 
(L) of such a civilization. 

The attendees of the Green Bank meet- 
ing debated these numbers and concluded 
that N=L. That is, the number of de- 
tectable civilizations equals the number of 
years they last, on average. Drake puts that 
number at about 10,000. Other scientists 
have concluded that the presence of a few 
very long-lived civilizations could boost 
that value into the millions. 

Still others argue that N’s value is closer 
to one: humans. 


The skeptics speak 

A professor emeritus of evolutionary biol- 
ogy at Harvard University, Ernst Mayr 
questions the value of intelligence as an 
evolutionary trait. Large brains require 
more energy, he argues, and the unusually 
long infancy of human babies — which 
may be necessary for the development of 
higher intelligence — could be a strike 
against us in evolution. Of the billion-plus 
species that have lived on Earth since its 
formation, Mayr points out, only humans 
have developed techno- 
logical sophisti-

cation. “The development of high intelli- 
gence,” he concludes in.a recent article, “is 
not at all an inevitable consequence of life.” 

Robert Sinsheimer, a professor emeritus 
of molecular biology and former chancellor 
at UC/Santa Cruz, was the administrator 
who brought Frank Drake to the campus 
in the early 1980s. By that time, some 42 
separate searches had been conducted 
worldwide, some by the likes of Paul 
Horowitz (who in 1982 received a 
$100,000 gift from director Steven Spiel- 
berg to aid in his own searches), at Har- 
vard, and Stuart Bowyer, at UC/Berkeley 
— and three by Drake and his colleagues. 

But Sinsheimer says he recruited Drake 
for his administrative and academic 
prowess, not for his SETI activities. He 
considered SETI a waste of money, and 
still does. Sinsheimer points out that most 
of the values scientists have plugged into 
the Drake Equation are pure speculation. 
“You can put in whatever numbers you 
want,” he says. “I could put in my own 
numbers that would make [the number of 
detectable civilizations] negligible. I’m not 
a person who feels it’s an evil thing to do, 
but I wouldn’t spend any money on it.” 

As a graduate student at Harvard Uni- 
versity, UCLA radio astronomer Ben Zuck- 
erman had an office down the hall from 
Carl Sagan, and couldn’t help getting 
caught up in the SETI excitement. After 
receiving his doctorate, Zuckerman (with 
Harvard colleague Patrick Palmer) 
searched roughly 600 stars using Green 
Bank’s new 300-foot-diameter radio tele- 
scope. Like its predecessor, “Ozma II” was 
unsuccessful, and Zuckerman eventually 
soured on SETI’s chances for success. “I 
think Frank is hopelessly naive on this top- 
ic,” Zuckerman says. “Not to say that most 
people don’t agree with him.” 

The arguments that swayed Zuckerman 
included what is known by some as the 
Fermi Paradox, raised by Nobel Prize-win- 
ning physicist Enrico Fermi, which boils 
down to this: if advanced civilizations are 
out there, why haven’t we seen them? This 
idea was later elaborated upon by Trinity 
College physicist Michael Hart. Hart also 
constructed computer models of develop- 
ing solar systems that suggested conditions 
were so harsh as to make the presence of 
life-sustaining planets like Earth a fluke. 
Jeff Marcy, at UC/Berkeley, also con- 
structed computer models suggesting a 
scarcity of massive planets such as Jupiter

— planets some scientists believe di- 
vert objects that would otherwise have 
slammed into Earth, making the for- 
mation of life impossible. 

In his autobiography, Is Anyone 
Out There?, Drake downplays the rel- 
evance of computer models. The fact 
is, nobody really knows much about 
what is or isn’t out there. For that 
matter, we’ve never actually seen any 
planet outside of our solar system, al- 
though there is considerable evidence 
that other planets exist. / 

“People get stuck in a mode that 
life wouldn’t come about any other 
way than how it happened with us, 
and, frankly, I think that shows a lack 
of imagination,” says Harvard re- 
searcher Paul Horowitz, who is build- 
ing one of the world’s most powerful 
receivers for his own search project. 

“It could be the Ben Zuckermans of 
the world are right,” he continues, 
“but the world hasn’t done much 
searching. If, in 100 years, we haven’t 
found anything, then I’ll be a hell of a 
lot more pessimistic.” 


| Sagan and the Golden Fleece 


Many in the scientific and political 
realms share Sinsheimer’s feeling that 
SETI’s unknown chances for success 
aren’t worth its cost. In 1978, then- 
Wisconson Senator William Proxmire 
awarded SETI one of his infamous 
“Golden Fleece” awards, an honor he 
bestowed upon budget items he con- 
sidered wasteful. In 1981 he con- 
vinced his colleagues to slash $2 mil- 
lion a year in SETI funding from 
NASA’s proposed 1982 budget. Carl 
Sagan later persuaded Proxmire to re- 
store funding, but it was clear SETI 
could and would become a target for 
the budget knife. 

In response to the funding crisis, 
Sagan shot a letter off to Science 
magazine, signed by some 70 promi- 
nent scientists, calling for a “coordi- 
nated, worldwide, and systematic 
search for extraterrestrial intelli- 
gence.” Among its signatories were 
Nobelists Sir Francis Crick and Li- 
nus Pauling, plus prominent names 
like Stephen Hawking, Stephen Jay 
Gould, Lewis Thomas, and E.O. 
Wilson. 

In 1988, Drake’s beloved project 
struck gold with congressional ap- 
proval of a 10-year, $100 million 
NASA program called SETI-MOP 
(Microwave Observing Project). 
The observations began in 1992, 
and were to include a targeted 
search of more than 1000 sun-like 
star systems using equipment nearly 
10 trillion times more powerful than 
Ozma, Drake says. Still, the target- 
ed search would cover only about 
one percent of the sky. The other 99 
percent was to be covered by an all- 
sky survey, in which radio tele- 
scopes — like invisible spotlights — 
would slowly scan the sky, stopping 
for a close look only if a promising 
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signal were received. 

But the program was political can- 
non fodder almost from the start. 
Starting in 1990, members of 
Congress, including Senator Richard 
Bryan of Nevada, made attempts to 
kill SETI-MOP. The senator finally 
convinced his colleagues to axe the 
program completely — after only one 
year of observations. 

Drake says the program made an 
easy target because it didn’t fall di- 
rectly into any senator’s district. “It 
was not killed on the basis of any sci- 
entific criticism,” he says. “It was 
purely done to create an image that 
Congress was reducing the budget 
deficit.” 

So the SETI Institute, established 
in 1984, has turned to other sources 
for help. The all-sky survey has been 
scrapped, but the institute’s new pro- 
ject, dubbed “Phoenix,” is picking up 
the ball on the targeted search origi- 
nally planned by NASA, Phoenix has 
received $7.3 million in private dona- 
tions, enough to carry it through July, 
with major contributions from the 
likes of William Hewlett, David 
Packard, Intel co-founder Gordon 
Moore, and Microsoft co-founder 
Paul Allen (who’s also owner of the 
Portland Trailblazers basketball 
team). 

This month, project Phoenix is 
bound for the Parkes radio-astronomy 
observatory in New South Wales, 
Australia, where it will search 200 
stars visible only from the southern 
hemisphere. Drake says sophisticated 
new equipment will make this search 
hundreds of times more powerful than 
any to date. 

Frank Drake can cite many reasons 
for earthly societies to cough up mon- 
ey for SETI research. In all, NASA 
has spent between $60 million and 
$70 million on SETI since 1971. 
“That’s less than the cost of one main 
battle tank or one fighter plane, but 
the potential payoff for Earth is much 
greater,” says the astronomer. “If you 
succeed, the benefit per dollar spent 
will be greater than for any project in 
history.” 

The long-term benefits Drake cites 
include knowledge of technology of 
other worlds, information about 
whether space colonization is practical 
and ‘how it might be done, and data 
on the feasibility of nuclear fusion as a 
clean-energy source. “We will learn 
just what the limits of growth and the 
quality of life are for other civiliza- 
tions, and this will give us great guid- 
ance in planning for our own world.” 

Would the source of such infor- 
mation be an intentional radio 
beacon? Even Drake considers 
that improbable. We are more 
likely to pick up leakage radiation 
from everyday TV, radio, or mili- 
tary broadcasts. But intelligent 
alien civilizations might send ra- 
dio beacons into space for rea- 
sons of altruism or curiosity. 
Such beacons could be galactic 
versions of Radio Free Europe. 
Drake thinks that if intentional 
beacons are out there, the source 
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might be “billions 

of years ahead 
of us.” 


may be cosmic religious evange- 
lists — in his opinion, a disap- 
pointment. 


Primitive earthlings 

The debate continues about whether 
Drake’s vision is realistic — and 
whether communicating with other 
worlds is even a good idea. Given that 
humans have just recently gained the 
technological capability to send and 
possibly to receive interstellar beacons, 
it stands to reason — and most as- 
trohomers would argue — that any 
civilization we might encounter via ra- 
dio would be far, far more advanced 
than ours. “The chances are they 
won’t be hundreds of years ahead of 
us, they’ll be billions of years ahead of 
us,” says Seth Shostak, public-pro- 
grams scientist at the SETI Institute. 
“Compared with them, we might be 
like your average paramecium.” 

It’s a scary thought, and one that 
has created considerable concern. “In 
human history, encounters between 
primitive and advanced societies have 
always been disastrous to the primi- 
tives,” says Sinsheimer, who thinks it 
could be dangerous to make our pres- 
ence known to any intelligent beings 
that live within 10 to 20 light years 
from Earth. “The only positive I see is 
to satisfy our intellectual curiosity. But 
we need to learn things on our own. 
I’m very proud of what we’ve accom- 
plished in science. It would be sad to 
depend on others for achievement.” 

Supporters point out that SETI 
projects don’t talk to the stars, they 
simply listen. What’s more, we are 





‘constantly leaking out artificial radia- 


tion from TV, radio, military radar, 
and other sources. We have sent the 
Voyager and Pioneer probes into deep 
space carrying plaques (which Drake 
helped design) with representations of 
our solar system and our position rel- 
ative to known celestial markers. 

Drake and many other SETI re- 
searchers consider the chance of direct 
contact with an advanced civilization 
to be infinitesimal. “Our existing 
spacecraft, at.the maximum speed they 
go, would take about 100,000 years to 
go to the nearest star,” Drake says. 
“You must go much faster and, when 
you do, the energy requirements be- 
come quite preposterous and you are 
exposed to very serious hazards . . . At 
the speeds you must travel, a small 
pebble striking you releases as much 
energy as a hydrogen bomb, and that’s 
going to be the end of your mission.” 

“Travel would be boring and expen- 
sive,” says Horowitz. “Energetically, 
it’s just a stupid thing to do.” 

But advanced civilizations might 
have their own means, motives, and 
logic, and even strong SETI propo- 
nents such as Shostak and Sagan are 
not ready to rule out the possibility of 
interstellar travel. We simply don’t yet 
know enough about what is or isn’t 
possible in the universe. All we can do 
is go about our tiny terrestrial lives, 
make our scientific discoveries in 
time, and, every so often, on quiet 
star-filled nights, turn our ears to the 


Milky Way and patiently listen. Q

in illegal-dumping settlement

Quincy contractor that has 
reaped $194 million from 
its work on the Boston 
Harbor cleanup will pay 
the state $125,000 for ille- 
gally dumping tons-of soil from the project 
onto protected wetlands and a hazardous- 
waste site in Lynn. 

The negotiated settlement between J.M. 
Cashman, Inc. and the Massachusetts At- 
torney General’s office is the first legal ac- 
tion taken against a contractor on the five- 
year-old project, according to a 
spokesman for the Massachusetts Water 
Resources Authority (MWRA), which is 
managing the $4.3 million cleanup. 

The settlement of the civil suit, to be 
filed Friday in Suffolk County Superior 
Court, concludes months of wrangling be- 
tween Cashman and the state that began 
last April (“State Plans To Sue. Harbor 
Contractor,” News, April 8, 1994). Under 
additional terms of the agreement, Cash- 
man is required to remove the illegally 
dumped soil, which it has already done, 
and restore the damaged wetland to as 
close to its original state as possible. 

The settlement of the civil suit against 
Cashman is the result of an investigation 
by the state’s Department of Environmen- 
tal Protection (DEP) Strike Force — an 
agency made up of DEP and AG investiga- 
tors — which began after the agency was 
notified that Cashman had failed to com- 
ply with a notice issued by the DEP in 
April 1993. 

In that notice, the state accused Cash- 
man of violating the Massachusetts’s Haz- 
ardous Waste Management and Wetlands 
Protection Acts by unlawfully dumping 
100,000 cubic yards of clay-based soil 
onto about 15 acres of private property in 
Lynn between January and March 1993. 
Cashman had removed the soil from Deer 
Island, the future site of an elaborate 
wastewater-treatment plant. 

Of the two tracts of land near the Lynn 
Harbor:and the Saugus River on which 
Cashman dumped the soil, more than 14 
acres were designated by the state as pro- 
tected wetlands “of critical environmental 
concern.” A half-acre section was part of a 
hazardous-waste site designated by the 
state for cleanup. 

When the Phoenix first reported the ac- 
tion pending against Cashman last April, 
company spokeswoman Ellen Marlette 
said the contracting firm had been autho- 





rized by local officials to dump where it 
did. Marlette declined repeated recent re- 
quests for comment. 

The settlement reached with Cashman 
— which is also a leading contractor for 
the $7.7 billion Central Artery/Third Har- 
bor Tunnel project — is the latest episode 
in a series of disputes the contractor has 
had with state authorities. 

In 1993, for instance, the MWRA 
served the company with a $276,754 ad- 
ministrative fine. It charged Cashman with 
using women and minority subcontractors 
in name only to win multimillion-dollar 
contracts that fulfilled minority-set-aside 
laws. Cashman has refuted the allegations, 
refused to pay the fine, and asked for an 
administrative hearing. 

In addition, Cashman has a history of 
being reprimanded for the same type of 
violations outlined in the Lynn dumping 
settlement. In 1990, for instance, the 
city of Chelsea delivered to Cashman a 
cease-and-desist order after the compa- 
ny allegedly violated the state’s Wetlands 
Protection Act and unloaded tons of 
gravel from Deer Island onto a water- 
front site. 

Cashman complied with the order, but 
later began unloading the fill onto anoth- 
er waterfront site, in East Boston. City 
officials there also.issued a cease-and- 
desist order. In both cases, Cashman 
claimed it had done nothing wrong, but 
was stopping the dumping out of respect 
for the communities. 

And in 1987, the federal government 
fined Cashman $5000 for violating the 
Clean Water Act and the River and Har- 
bor Act after it sank a barge and dumped 
fill into the Back River, in Weymouth. 
Both actions were taken without the req- 
uisite permits. 

The terms of Cashman’s contract with 
the MWRA — which stipulates that Cash- 
man agrees to “be responsible for obtain- 
ing permits which may be required for 
disposal” — leave open the prospect of 
MWRA lawyers’ initiating breach-of-con- 
tract proceedings against Cashman. But 
MWRA spokesman Paul DiNatale says 
the agency is satisfied with the results of 
the settlement and will not pursue further 
action. 

“Right now we’re not planning any ad- 
ditional sanctions against Cashman,” Di- 
Natale says. “We feel the settlement the at- 
torney general reached is very appropriate 
and should deter Cashman from violating 
environmental rules and regulations in the 
future.” Q

Moving day 


Alice K. takes the cohabitation plunge

lice K. (not her real initial) stands in the 
stairwell of Elliot M.’s apartment, gasp- 
ing for breath and writhing with anxiety. 

She is carrying a carton of books, 
beads of sweat are gathering across her 
brow, and she is thinking, J can’t believe I’m doing this. I 
can’t believe I am actually moving in here. 

Elliot M., you see, passed the Orgasm Test. Truth be 
told, it took a while (okay: a very long while), but finally 
he passed. And, true to the silent pact she’d made with 
herself, Alice K. took that as a sign: she’d move in. 

What’s distressing her now, however, is the realization 
— gradual but profound — that though Elliot M. has 
passed the big O.T., he is slowly but surely failing almost 
every other test that Alice K. has thrown in his path. And 
failing them miserably. 

He has flunked the Sofa Test. “Why don’t we buy a 
new sofa?” Alice K. had asked, staring abjectly at the 
dark blue lump of a thing that Elliot M. insisted on refer- 
ring to as a “couch.” He’d looked at it fondly and said, 
“Nah, I really like this one.” 

He has flunked the Flatware Test. No new flatware for 
Elliot M.; he’s perfectly happy with his mismatched grad- 
uate-school collection, circa 1981. 

He has flunked the Medicine Cabinet Space-Allotment 
Test — clearing out only one-half of his medicine cabi- 
net for Alice K.’s supplies, instead of what seems to her 
to be a far more reasonable two-thirds. He has flunked 
the If-He-Knew-How-To-Take-A- Hint-He’d-Repaint- 
The-Entire-Apartment-Before-I-Moved-In Test. He has 
flunked the I-Know-These-Halogen-Lamps-Are-Dated- 
As-Hell-Let’s-Get-New-Ones Test; he has flunked the 
Carpeting-Transformation-Via-Incredibly-Expensive- 
Oriental-Rug-Test; and (worst of all) he has flunked the 
Let’s-See-If-He-Takes-An-Interest-In-The- 
Bloomingdale’s-Furniture-Catalogue-Which-I’ve-Subtly- 
Left-On-The-Kitchen-Table- 
For-Three-Days-Running Test. 

On one level, of course, 
Alice K. knows this is a ridicu- 
lous state of mind. She knows 
she’s being petulant and bitchy 
and impractical about Elliot 
M.’s furnishings (when Elliot 
M. suggested she bring her 
own sofa and flatware when 
she moved in, for example, she 
just whined about hating all 
her old stuff and wanting 
brand-new stuff). Beyond that, 
she knows this anxiety is not 
really about carpeting and 
lamps and new paint. She 
understands that she’s deflect- 
ing her deeper fear about the 
move onto the externals, onto 
the paint on Elliot M.’s walls, 
the size of his medicine cabi- 
net. 

But she can’t help it!! 

Another, very potent part of 
Alice K. — the spoiled-brat part, the furniture-princess 
part — feels deeply distressed by things like Elliot M.’s 
sofa, his halogen lamps, and his lack of enthusiasm for 
the Bloomingdale’s catalogue. These things, after all, are 
not just aesthetic matters. They’re also physical symbols 
of the pending transformation in her life. They represent 
the possibility of imperfection. They represent the fact 
that Alice K. will not be in total control of her surround- 
ings. They represent the need for compromise, for toler- 
ance and flexibility. They... they... 

They totally freak me out! 

That’s what Alice K. thinks, standing there in the stair- 
well. She feels lost and adrift. She feels as though she is 
losing her aesthetic moorings and, with them, her sense 
of safety and stability in the world. She has tried to talk 
to Elliot M. about all this — about her fear, about her 
need to be in charge of the way her home looks and feels 
— but Elliot M. appears to have gotten a little exasperat- 
ed with Alice K.’s anxiety. He keeps waving it away, with 
a little flick of his hand. “Don’t worry about it,” he keeps 
saying. “We'll deal with it when you get here.” 

Alice K. lugs the box the rest of the way up the stairs and 
drops it on the floor outside Elliot M.’s door. At the 
moment, he’s taken his car back to Alice K.’s old apartment 
to pick up the last of her things, and she’s rather glad for 
the interlude, the opportunity his absence gives her to 
indulge in her, worry and obsessions. She stares at, the box 








of books, then, weary, sits down on it. I need to make some 
changes, she thinks. She means this in the general-lifestyle 
sense, not the home-décor sense. She’d said as much earli- 
er in the week, in fact, during a session with Dr. Y. “I feel 
too fixated on externals,” she’d said. “I feel like if I had 
more in my life, more reasons to feel good about myself, I 
wouldn’t be as obsessed with all the little details of this 
move: the furniture and the fucking medicine cabinet.” 

She runs through some options, tries to imagine herself 
living with Elliot M. but engaged in different scenarios. 

A new exercise program? Nah: that would mean trad- 
ing in sofa worries for thigh-and-abdomen worries. 

A pet? No. Alice K. can barely keep a houseplant alive, 
never mind a kitten or a puppy. 

A baby? Forget it. 

She gets up, drags the box into Elliot M.’s hallway, 
then heads back down the stairs. In some vague way, 
Alice K. understands that her deepest and most self- 
defeating tendency is to place blame from the outside 
in, to look toward people, places, and things for the 
kind of validation that needs to come from within. 
External problems, external answers: Elliot M.’s pas- 
sion (or lack thereof) was the problem. Before that, 
Elena Z. was the answer. Before that, Mr. Cruel was 
the problem. Before that, Mr. Danger was the 
answer. On and on. But as Alice K. stands there, she 
can’t for the life of her get at what she really wants 
or needs for herself. She can’t quite imagine what 
being fulfilled would mean, what sort of person it 
would make her. She can’t even conjure up a fantasy 
about it. 

Alice K. contemplates this. For most of her life, her 
fantasies have focused on being sick or compromised 
and, in turn, pitied and tended to. When she lets her 
imagination go, she pictures horrible scenes, like being 
hospitalized with some dread disease and having all the

people in her life — Elliot M., Ruth E., Dr. Y. — gather 
’round her bedside and gaze at her tragically, their eyes 
betraying immense love and sadness and pride at her 
bravery. But fantasies about being strong and competent 
and self-directed? Fantasies about being loved and val- 
ued for being whole, instead of sick? Alice K. can’t quite 
get at that. 

She reaches the bottom of the stairs and sighs. Am I 
sick, or what?, she thinks. She heads back out to the U-

What’s your problem with funguses? Some of my best 
friends are funguses. Fungi. Whatever. Besides, mistle- 
toe isn’t a fungus. It’s a parasitic shrub, which, granted, 
isn’t a vast improvement statuswise. Your grasp of the 
facts notwithstanding, your unease about mistletoe is 
well founded. Mistletoe berries, for one thing, are poi- 
sonous, and some species can kill the trees that host 
them. 

Even worse is the legend that supposedly accounts for 
our custom of kissing under the mistletoe at Christmas. 
In the version recounted by Edgar Nash in the Saturday 
Evening Post in 1898, the Scandinavian god Baldur told 
his mother Frigga that he had a premonition that he was 
going to die, whereupon Frigga extracted promises from 
every animal, vegetable, and mineral that it would not 
harm her son.

Loki promptly hustled over to where 
the other gods, obviously in desperate need of entertain- 
ment, were hurling spears and whatnot at Baldur for the 
fun of seeing them swerve aside without harming him. 
The pitiless Loki, however, shot an arrow of mistletoe, 
which fatally pierced Baldur’s heart. Rather than punish 
Loki, the gods decided the answer was mistletoe con- 
trol, and turned the plant over to Frigga to do with as 
she would, providing it did not touch the ground. (Why 
this was important I do not know, although since it 
grows on trees mistletoe generally does not touch the 
ground.) Frigga hung up the mistletoe and, to show she 
did not bear a grudge, declared that all who passed 
beneath it should receive a kiss of love and forgiveness 
rather than, say, a severed aorta.

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W OULD you know a 


civil-rights movement if you saw 
one? What if the activists — 
people from a traditionally op- 
pressed minority group — 
didn’t look like activists, or 

even like minorities? 
On Boston area campus- 
es, a Civil-rights movement 
of sorts is gathering 
steam. When you consid- 
er the extent to which 
local schools pride 
themselves on diversity, 
the only wonder is that 
it hasn’t happened 
sooner. Deaf stu- 
dents are asking —

— that professors,

the eye, asks if 
I’m penis-im- 
paired. 

Whoa, I 

think. Ahem. 
But I see what 
he’s getting at. I 
asked Murray, 
who is deaf and 
a senior at 
Northeastern 
University, what 
he would like to 
tell readers who 
don’t know much 

about deaf people. 
“There are a lot 
of things,” he signs, 
his American Sign 
Language (ASL) 
translated for me by 
an interpreter. “First, 
don’t use the words 
‘hearing impaired.’ I 
mean, you’re not penis- 
impaired, are you?” 
Noting my expres- 
sion, he adds, “That’s 
crude. But, I hope, effec- 
tive.” He smiles slyly. 

Like many deaf people, 
Murray does not consider 
himself disabled, and so re- 

jects the word “impaired.” He 

wants Deaf written with a capi- 

tal D, because to him the word 

signifies not a limitation but a mi- 

nority culture, with its own lan- 
guage and heritage. 


Not all deaf people feel as Murray does, 
of course: to some, especially those who 
lose their hearing after childhood, deafness 
is unquestionably disabling. But the capi- 
tal-D Deaf aren’t being euphemistic when 
they refer to Deaf culture and the Deaf 
community. 

In the 1960s and ’70s, linguists ana- 
lyzed ASL and discovered that it is not — 
as some assumed — a string of rapid pan- 
tomimes, but an intricate language unre- 
lated to English, with a systematic and 
complex grammar. This discovery meant 
much to linguists, but even more to the 
deaf, many of whom had been scolded for 
signing in school. ASL’s legitimate linguis- 
tic stature allowed the deaf to begin orga- 
nizing themselves as a culture — one 
whose language had been suppressed. The 
new perspective added fuel to a Deaf civil- 
rights movement, whose message is that 
deafness should be valued. 

Thus it is, for instance, that Murray and 
his Deaf friends are no fans of this year’s 
Miss America, Heather Whitestone. To 
their thinking, Whitestone, who lost her 
hearing in infancy, is deaf but not Deaf: 
she doesn’t seem proud of her deafness, 
she doesn’t use ASL. Instead, Whitestone 
wears a hearing aid and reads lips and 
learned to speak aloud through speech 
therapy; she’s trying to be what Deaf peo- 
ple call Hearing. To the proudly deaf, 
that’s a misdirected goal, a denial of 
one’s own culture. Kind of like an 
Asian wanting to be Hispanic, or - 

a Scandinavian wanting to be 
Eskimo. Kind of like 
Michael Jackson. 

“It took her six years 
to learn to pronounce 
her last name,” says 
Murray. “And it’s 
like white stone, 
right? So three 
years to learn 
‘white,’ three 
years to 
learn 
‘stone’? 

I’m think- 
ing, you 
know,

lucky she 

doesn’t 
have a 
Polish 
name.” 

Murray, 
whose ma- 
jor is political 
science, has a 
goatee and 
brown hair gath- 
ered into a pony- 
tail. Slumped casu- 
ally in his chair as he 
signs, he looks the pic- 
ture of the confident col- 
lege senior. But his deaf 
friends at Northeastern: point 
out that he’s undergone a meta- 
morphosis. 

“When I first met him,” says Christine 
Duffy, also a senior, “he was a freshman, 
and he spoke and speech-read and didn’t 
sign. All the deaf students picked on. him 
because we just thought, ‘You think like a 
hearing person.’ Now he’s this Deaf-only 
guy. He’s really entrenched in the Deaf 
community.” 

“My parents are deaf,” explains Murray, 
who seems a bit embarrassed by Duffy’s 
revelation, “but I went to a regular public 
school, and it was kind of a negative expe- 
rience. I had a teacher who would say, 
‘Don’t sign when you go home. Try and 
speech-read.’ That negative attitude really 
affected who I am. When I came to NU, I 
was pretty negative about ASL. I thought 
that ASL wasn’t a language. I thought that 
English was the only language to use. As I 
started meeting more deaf people and get- 
ting exposed to the Deaf community, I 
thought, ‘Wow, am I ever oppressed!’ And 
so I kind of unoppressed myself.” 

In 1988, students at Gallaudet Universi- 
ty, a deaf school in Washington, DC, “un- 
oppressed” themselves. Outraged that ad- 
ministrators had named a hearing woman 
as the university’s new president (a trustee 
had reportedly said that “deaf people are 
incapable of functioning in a hearing 
world”), the students marched, held ral- 
lies, and essentially took over the campus. 
When administrators tried to return after a 
weekend, they found that Deaf protesters 
had hot-wired school buses, parked them

in front of the entrances, and deflated the 
tires. After -eight tumultuous days, the uni- 
versity appointed a deaf president and 
gave in to student demands. 

While no tires are hissing at Boston-area 
campuses, it’s startling to talk to the deaf 
students there now. For people who rarely 
speak aloud, the students are generating 
considerable noise. 


SHAPE UP OR SHIP OUT? 

I want to talk to Jason Hurdich, so I 
phone (800) 439-2370 and give the relay 
operator his number. The operator has a 
TTY, a keyboard device through which she 
can type to Hurdich and receive the mes- 
sages he types to her on his TTY. She 
reads me what he types. She types him 
what I say. It takes eons, but at least it’s a 
local call. Deaf people spend a lot of mon- 
ey on long distance. 

I’m eager to ask Hurdich about the 
bribe. 

Hurdich isn’t your average student. A 
20-year-old sophomore and political-sci- 
ence major, he transferred from California 
State University at Northridge (CSUN) to 
BU this past fall, and promptly founded 
the Boston University Deaf Organization 
to act as a “watchdog” agency for the 
rights of BU’s 23 deaf students. 





Hurdich was born to hearing parents, 
but 16 years at the Lexington School for 
the Deaf, in New York City, gave him a 
lasting infusion of Deaf pride. Tall and 
lanky, with a crew cut and glasses, he re- 
sembles a mild-mannered student from the 
1950s. When he’s agitated and signing, 
however, his long arms gesture such a de- 
termined staccato that you wouldn’t want 
to get in their way. 

On December 8, at a meeting of the BU 
student senate, Hurdich led some of BU’s 
deaf students in speaking out. Among their 
strongly worded complaints: the school 
had too few interpreters (deaf students 
need a competent interpreter to attend 
classes with them, translating the lectures 
into ASL); it provided too few public 
TTYs on campus; and it refused to let ex- 
isting BU courses in ASL satisfy the for- 
eign-language requirement (several pro- 
fessors at the meeting spoke in support of 
ASL’s acceptanice). 

It was while Hurdich stood before the 
student senate that he mentioned the 
bribe. 

“About two months ago,” he signed, 
while an interpreter in the front row spoke 
his words to a packed room, “Somebody 
tried to bribe me, that if I left BU and kept 
quiet they would give me $10,000 toward 
my tuition.” 


After Hurdich spoke at the meeting, 
Barbara Jean Wood, the commissioner of 
Massachusetts’s Commission for the Deaf 
and Hard of Hearing, stood and said that 
if BU had encouraged him to leave, that 
constituted “a clear example of discrimina- 
tion.” 

Over the phone, Hurdich elaborated. “It 
was an offer of giving me back my fall tu- 
ition — that is, $9900 — to withdraw 
from all of my courses and go back to 
CSUN, where.!I belong, or Gallaudet. 
They said I don’t belong at Boston Univer- 
sity because they have no time or money to 
help deaf students. They don’t want to be 
bothered. 

“It occurred two months ago,” he con- 
tinued, “during a meeting where I com- 
plained, or tried to address the lack of re- 
spect I get from faculty and staff in the 
College of Liberal Arts, and poor tutoring 
services. The administrator who was the 
assistant dean [Rochelle Robbins] did not 
want to address these issues. Instead, she 
offered me that tuition to leave BU. She 
made insulting remarks, how I can’t make 
it in BU. It reminded me of a famous 
quote in 1988, where the chairperson of 
Gallaudet’s board of trustees said, ‘deaf 
people can’t function in the hearing 
world.” That was the same thing she said. I 
mean, not the exact words, but the same 
idea.” 

Later, when I called Robbins to ask 

about this, she seemed taken aback. 
She said she thought she was on 
good terms with Hurdich, with 
whom she meets often. She 
read me a complimentary 
note she received from 
Hurdich on December 
16, in which he con- 
gratulated the Col- 
lege of Liberal 
Arts for placing 
a TTY in its 
advising of- 
fice, and 
wrote that 
he had no 
intentions 
of making 
the school 
“look 

bad.” 

“I don’t 
offer to 
refund 
tuition to 
anyone,” 
said Rob- 

bins. “I’m 

not in a 

position to 

refund tu- 

ition. But 

what I did 

think through 

out loud with 

him was whether 

or not even the 

things that we were 

doing would be 

enough. If it’s not good 

enough, then maybe we re- 

ally aren’t the right place. I 

never asked him to leave and 

never asked him to withdraw. I 

would never use the concept of where 

somebody ‘belongs.’ That makes my skin 

crawl . . . There is no sense that anyone is 

unwilling to address his issues. In fact, I 

think we’re falling all over ourselves to ad- 
dress those issues.” 

Not so, says Hurdich. He acknowledges 
sending the upbeat e-mail, but defends his 
.account of Robbins’s tuition offer. 

“She is definitely not telling the truth,” 
he says. “But, you know, she has to cover 
up for the university. If this issue comes 
up in court, I have a witness, my. inter- 
preter, who was present at the meeting 
where she made that offer, and he will tes- 
tify that it is valid. I don’t make statements 
if I don’t have enough evidence. This 
statement, I firmly stand behind it 100 
percent.” 

Hurdich is considering a suit against 
BU, citing matters of discrimination and 
deficiencies in accommodations; at the 
student senate meeting he passed out a 
lengthy log detailing occasions on which 
his requests for an interpreter were not 
fulfilled. But because his interpreter is 
bound by a code of ethics from speaking 
about the incident outside court (and 
might not be obligated to speak in 
court), what happened between Hurdich 
and Robbins may remain unclear. 

Is either of them, for political reasons, 
lying about the tuition offer? Or is this 
simply a grave misunderstanding — a 
mistranslation between two people from

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APPROACHING UGLY 

No one at the BU student-senate meet- 
ing — deaf or hearing — needed an inter- 
preter to understand that Hurdich isn’t the 
only deaf student irked. 

Jim Lipsky, a deaf BU graduate student, 
spoke of his “extreme frustration” with the 
school’s interpreter services. “We would 
like BU to please wake up,” he said. 

Leah Hecht, a sophomore who is not 
deaf, told of what happened when a deaf 
friend of hers from Newton North High 
School came to study at BU. Very often, 
the interpreters didn’t show up for the 
friend’s classes. 

“They would say there was a traffic ac- 
cident. That happened quite often,” Hecht 
told me. “There were a lot of lectures 
where [my friend] either just left, or I 
would have to interpret, and of course my 
skills weren’t up to par. She was very in- 
timidated and didn’t say anything. She 
should have spoken out. She ended up 
leaving and going to Framingham State 
College, which is now suiting her needs. It 
kind of says something that a university 





can’t provide what a college can.” 

Arthur Luhn, a deaf BU senior, shared 
his exasperation over the Academic Policy 
Committee’s stated reasons for refusing to 
give foreign-language credit for ASL 
courses: that ASL has no written form, 
and that students can’t use ASL “in a pro- 
fessional manner, for research.” 

Luhn pointed out that BU does give for- 
eign-language credit for Swahili courses, 
although Swahili has no written form. 

“Most languages in the world today are 
not written. Swahili’s not the exception, 
it’s the rule,” said Harlan Lane, when it 
was his turn to speak. Lane is a renowned 
expert on Deaf culture and ASL, and a 
Distinguished University Professor at 
Northeastern. In his 1992 book, The Mask 
of Benevolence(Knopf), he wrote that an 
estimated half-million to two million peo- 
ple in the United States are conversant in 
ASL, which makes it one of the nation’s 
most widely used minority languages. 

As for BU’s objection on research 
grounds, Lane said, “Baloney. Who here 
has taken two years of Spanish and can do 


research in Spanish?” 

He explained that ASL has a literature, 
one that is passed from generation to gen- 
eration through Signed storytelling, in per- 
son and, in recent years, on videotape. 
There is starting to be, he asserted, “a real 
awareness in America now that we have 
another culture in our midst.” 

But when the hearing students began 
posing questions about ASL and deafness, 
it became clear that that awareness is often 
minimal. Several thought ASL consisted of 
English words spelled out letter by letter, 
although, actually, the handshapes have 
nothing to do with English, and the gram- 
mar better resembles that of Navajo. 

One of the student senators remarked 
that BU had accepted Swahili for credit 
“at a time when the university was muth 
more open to new ideas.” 

In response to that, a hearing BU grad- 
uate student, an African-American, stood 
and spoke. The university was more open 
to new ideas, she said, because adminis- 
trators knew that if they didn’t accept 
Swahili, black students and those who 
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cared about them would make things 
“ugly” on campus. 

The ASL issue is similar, she said, 
since “it’s all about disrespect” for a cul- 
ture. No one seemed to miss the un- 
voiced implication: ugliness might prove 
the key to action. 

When Deaf people applaud, they don’t 
clap. They raise their hands in the air and 
shake them slightly, fingers spread. 

At this meeting: a whole lot of shaking 
going on. 


WAR OF WORDS 

“First of all, I would like to say that I do 
love UMass/Boston. I’m glad I chose it,” 
says Hilary Swan, a 23-year-old sopho- 
more. She is careful to tell me that she is 
not deaf. She is hard of hearing, and 
wears two hearing aids. Like deaf stu- 
dents, she needs notetakers and inter- 
preters in class. 

Last spring, Swan founded the school’s 
American Sign Language Club. “I felt 
there was not enough awareness on cam- 
pus about the deaf and hard of hearing.”

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pus about the deaf and hard of hearing.” 

Says the student who loves her school: 
“My first semester here was awful. I had a 
teacher who told me I should sit at the 
front of the room and face everybody. She 
said I was keeping people from coming 
into class because my interpreters were 
slowing things down, and that the students 
were bored because I was making the class 
slow. She had me in tears, and gave my in- 
terpreters a hard time. I did write the 
chancellor about it. I just got a response 
that says that everybody has a hard first 
year at school, and to take care and don’t 
worry. That totally overlooked the issue.” 

Because only about 10 percent of deaf 
children are born to deaf parents, most 
deaf kids grow up in families where the 
main mode of communication — speaking 
— is unavailable to them. (As Miss Ameri- 
ca demonstrates, it is possible to teach a 
deaf child to lip-read and to talk, but it’s 
monumentally difficult if the child has nev- 
er heard spoken language; deaf kids natu- 
rally pick up ASL; on the other hand, if 
exposed to it early.) Perhaps as a result of 
being excluded from family talk, deaf peo- 
ple, as a rule, value close communication 
very highly all their lives. The Deaf 
grapevine is formidably efficient. 

The grapevine binds campus to campus 
in the Boston area. Swann at 
UMass/Boston knows Hurdich at BU, 
who knows deaf student Gaurav Mathur at 
MIT, who knows Joe Murray at North- 
eastern, and on and on. 

Every school has a reputation, accord- 
ing to this grapevine: Northeastern, with 
30 deaf students and five full-time inter- 
preters, is a fairly good place to be deaf; 
Boston University, with 23 deaf students 
and two full-time interpreters, is not so 
hot, and the students are fuming; Harvard, 
which doesn’t release its numbers, seems 
to treat its deaf students well; 
UMass/Boston, with six deaf students and 
two half-time interpreters, gets a bad rap; 
MIT has just two deaf students now, 
whose needs are being met; Boston Col- 
lege has no deaf students this year. 

What is a college required to do for deaf 
students? Sue Herz at the Disability Law 
Center, in Boston, says the Americans with 
Disabilities Act of 1990 and other anti-dis- 
crimination mandates state that colleges 
must provide deaf students with “an 
equally effective opportunity to participate 
in programs and activities.” In most cases, 
that means the school should pay for qual- 
ified interpreters and notetakers, as well as 
other necessary services, and must consult

Colleges and universities that receive 
state money were required to have put 
those services into place no later than 
January 26, 1995. For privately operated 
colleges and universities, the date was 
January 26, 1992. 

One of the major problems: there sim- 
ply aren’t enough interpreters (see 
“Wanted,” this page). This is true na- 
tionwide, and the shortage makes it diffi- 
cult for even the best-intentioned local 
school to accommodate its students. But 
that’s not necessarily a good excuse. As 
Commissioner Wood puts it, “Colleges 
and universities haven’t prepared them- 
selves. This is something they should 
have thought of in 1990.” 

Another problem: because of the Deaf 
grapevine, a college that provides decent 
services to the deaf almost inevitably re- 
ceives increased applications from the 
deaf, and more deaf students means that 
more money must be spent on inter- 
preters and services. Colleges are not al- 
lowed, obviously, to deny admission to a 
deaf student on account of the expense 
the acceptance would incur. It’s a sticky 
situation. The only way schools can at- 
tempt to defend themselves against dis- 
crimination suits is by proving that the 
services constitute an “undue burden” to 
the school, or that making a course or 
service accessible alters the fundamental 
nature of the course or service. 

Swan did have a better professor this 
semester, someone who treated her “just 
like the other students.” But the first 
year of college is a terrible time to have 
to demonstrate that you want to be treat- 
ed fairly. 

Deaf-culture expert Lane asks mie to 
consider things from the perspective of 
someone who has grown up deaf. “They 
say, “There are tall people and short peo- 
ple: is it a disability to be short? Well, 
it’s a handicap, but there’s nothing 
wrong with being short. There’s nothing 
wrong with us. We’re just different from 
the majority.’ ” 

A student who is proudly Deaf, Lane 
explains, thinks, “ ‘Nothing is wrong 
with me. But I do need an interpreter, 
like anybody who doesn’t speak English. 
This school says it’s prepared to admit 
people who don’t speak English, so I as- 
sume you’re prepared to give me an in- 
terpreter.’ ” 

Having to go to the disability resource 
center in order to get that interpreter, 
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says Lane, creates the kind of 
Catch-22 encountered by many mi- 
nority cultures: “We’ll give you 
some of the things you want, if you 
give us something we want: and 
what we want is to keep you classi- 
fied in a certain way, which makes 
you a little bit more manageable, 
and conforms to our stereotype,” he 
says. “It’s very hard for hearing peo- 
ple to really embrace that deafness is 
just a difference, not really a disabil- 
ity.” 

Some deaf students think that 
the way they are treated on campus 
will improve if professors and ad- 
ministrators learn more about the 
deaf. But other students believe they 
see a crueler discrimination. 

“I’m very pissed off,” says stu- 
dent Luhn at BU. “I’m not pissed 
off because ASL is not being ac- 
cepted for credit. What I’m pissed 
off at is that, at bottom, this is just a 
struggle for power. The administra- 
tion knows that ASL has a culture, 
a literature, and a history. And they 
know that we know that they know. 
But they’re not doing anything 
about it. They just don’t care. 

“What they’re essentially doing is 
telling us to go screw ourselves.” 


LOOKING ASSERTIVE 

Joe Murray shows me an ASL 
sign that’s slang for “really naive, or 
gullible.” He touches his left pinky 
to his left nostril, then draws the 
pinky to his left shoulder. The ges- 
ture makes me think of a baby 
whose nose is dripping. 

When I ask Murray to give an 
example of that sign’s usage, he says 
you might use it after a deaf fresh- 
man asks you where the disability 
resource center is, and you say it’s 
on the sixth floor, and the building 
has only four floors. 

_ Murray and his deaf friends at 
Northeastern can chuckle over 
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that, but it hasn’t been long since they 
were new students. He, along with deaf 
students Reena Jain Bothra, Christine 
Duffy, and Jayne Johnston, founded 
Northeastern’s Deaf club in 1991. The 
club now meets twice a week, sponsoring 
speakers and debates and helping deaf 
students understand that they are a cul- 
tural group. 

A mark of how important attending col- 
lege has been to these students: although 
they are the founders of the school’s Deaf 
club, none of them entered Northeastern 
with a sense of Deaf pride. 

Duffy, a senior majoring in mechanical 
engineering, grew up in Worcester. Her 
parents weren’t deaf, and didn’t learn 
ASL. In elementary school, she was made 
to sit on her hands rather than sign. She 
went to a regular public high school, and 
was the only deaf student there, lip-read- 
ing with her hearing friends. 

“When I came to NU,” she says (in 
ASL), “I started hanging around with deaf 
people, and now I use ASL. And really,” 
she gives me a significant look, “I’ve 
changed a lot. I feel strong.” 

Johnston, a junior from Winthrop who 
majors in human services, lost her hearing 
to neurofibromatosis II at 14. “I was in a 
regular public school, and I had no contact 
with deaf people. I had never met a deaf 
person, really, until I came to college. 
With time, and a lot of struggle, I got in- 
volved with the deaf students. Now I feel 
like I’m proud to be deaf. That’s my iden- 
tity now. That I’m Deaf.” 

Jain Bothra, a senior and a business major, 
was born in India, the only deaf person in 
her large extended family. The family relo- 
cated to the United States, where deaf edu- 
cation is better, but Jain Bothra didn’t start 
learning ASL until she was 15. “I didn’t 
know anything about the Deaf community. I 
was wearing a hearing aid, and people would 
pick on me. I was upset a lot, and my self-es- 
teem was pretty bad. I was really angry. 

“When I came to NU I started just feel- 
ing happier,” she says. “How can I put it?

You know, sometimes in the past I had to 
kind of kowtow to hearing people. But 
now I don’t feel like I need to do that.” 

The four students easily name reasons 
why it’s better to be deaf: the closeness 
of the Deaf community, for one. Murray 
thinks it would be “really boring” to be 
hearing. Says Duffy, “Hearing people 
don’t have to actively learn. They just 
kind of hear things. If there’s news, I 
have to get it directly from someone, 
and so there’s more interaction.” 

But there are drawbacks at school. 
Hearing students are often reluctant to 
speak to the deaf students through the in- 
terpreters. It’s awkward, says Murray, to 
“wisecrack” with a professor in class via 
the interpreter, and an inarticulate inter- 
preter can make you seem stupid. It’s hard 
not to stand out; if a deaf student misses a 
class, the whole class notices. 

“It’s not like it’s perfect here,” says Jain 
Bothra. “Some of us have had no inter- 
preters for classes. We had to really make 
a lot of noise. Now the recognition is 


in a perfect world 


starting to happen.” 

Duffy agrees, and is glad she’s learned to 
stick up for herself. “I feel like I can advocate 
for myself after college because I’ve had to ad- 
vocate for better accommodations in our 
dorms and with professors.” She sits up 
straight, points her elbows out to the side, and 
adopts a stern face. “You really need to physi- 
cally look assertive and like you can do things.” 

Looking assertive is important to these 
students, partly because they want an 
awareness of Deaf culture to become per- 
vasive enough that deaf kids don’t grow 
up feeling as they did: less than normal. 

“Of course the doctor isn’t going to say, 
‘Oh, there’s a Deaf community she could 
belong to,’ ” says Duffy. “They all say, 
‘She needs hearing aids, she needs speech 
therapy.’ You know. On and on.” 

“Disabled means you’re totally isolated 
and you can’t function,” says Johnston, 
“That’s just not who I am. I go dancing. I 
do whatever I want. We go to bars. I 
mean, anything. And my life is really full. 
It’s actually better than it’s ever been. I’ve 
finally figured out that my identity is as a 
Deaf person. I just want people to know 
that I’m proud to be Deaf. I don’t want to 
change. And I don’t want people to be 
concerned about me. I like my life the

More restlessness among the 


North End kitchen gods

hat I hear is that the 
new restaurant has 
“New American” and 
Mediterranean food, 
and that the chef is 
Bob O’Brien, who used to be at Tosca, in 
Hingham. What I feel is a restless stirring 
of the displaced kitchen gods and god- 
desses of Salem Street. You see, Salem 
Street is now the great bastion of red- 
sauce Italian food, lead by La Famiglia 
and LoConte’s. That New American stuff 


is what’s happening in the less-touristy , 


storefronts on Hanover Street, an impor- 
tant block away. 

Since I love the Hanover Street new 
wave — exhibited by such restaurants as 
Alloro and Pomodoro — 
and since I always enjoy a 


good Southern Italian din- | | 


ner, I had high hopes for 
Positano. But what hap- 
pened here wasn’t particu- 
larly satisfying. It’s not ro- 
bust, where you taste the 
garlic for three more days; 
and it’s not refined, where 
you remember the food for 
weeks. 

What I tasted is what a 
reviewer most fears. Nota 
bad meal, not at all. Not 
even an “average” one; I'd 
have to say that it was 
above average. But the 
word that comes to mind is 
deadlier than any rating I 
can give and still keep you 
reading this column. 

The word on Positano: 
nondescript. So many 
styles were tried with so lit- 
tle itment to each one 
that tots of pérfectly nice, 
inoffensive ingredients 


er out. 

“Mechanical” is another word. “Sub- 
urban” also cOmes to mind, although I 
wouldn’t add “bland” or. “homogenized.” 

I also will consider, just this once, the 
concept “off night.” 

Although this doesn’t explain the bread 
any more effectively than nondescript, 
mechanical, or, suburban. The breadbas- 
ket had two kinds of thick, fresh slices in 
it: an outstanding sourdough rye, and a 
fine, Iggy-style raisin-nut bread. The 
available improvement was olive oil in a 
dish, flavored with garlic. 

Now I like olive oil, and I like garlic, 
and I like them together, with something 
like a simple white-bread. Who doesn’t 
like garlic bread? But butter, not oil, 
should go with a fruit-and-nut bread. 
And with a fine sourdough rye, maybe a 
top-shelf extra-virgin Olive oil, or one fla- 
vored with rosemary, or thyme, or sage. 
Garlic in the oil with great bread makes 
the olive oil taste cheap. 

Homemade ravioli with porcini ($8) 
was a good, generous dish of obviously 
homemade mushroom ravioli in a wine- 
laced cream sauce, studded with but not 
flavored by strips of reconstituted dried 
porcini mushroom. Porcini are the most 
flavorful of all wild mushrooms, and dry 
well, but that leaves the duty to the chef 
of extracting every bit of wonderfulness 
from them, typically into a soup, but 
sometimes into a sauce. If it is a sauce, it 
should be more thought-out than this 
one, which treated the porcini as though 
they were mere sun-dried tomatoes. 
Thus the cream sauce was dominated by 
a meat-base flavor. 

A special on squid stew ($8) was prob-

ably not something to order too early in 
the evening. It might have been great by 
closing time, as the secret of squid stew 
is endless simmering to break down the 
squid and develop the flavor of the toma- 
to-based gravy. This gravy still had the 
simple crushed-tomato flavor, with a fair 
amount of hot pepper, and a few peas for 
color. 

At the price, there might have been 
more squid, but then we would be only 
some pasta away from a main dish. 

A salad of mixed greens with arugula 
($4) was about as good a winter salad 
as I’ve seen, featuring four kinds of 
greens and radicchio. A Caprese salad 
($7) was good, but not what it would 
have been in the summer. This is a salad 
of fresh mozzarella, tomatoes (Positano 
used plum tomatoes, which is a fair tac- 
tic for January), and 
shredded basil. Some- 
times, really great olive oil 
pulls this appetizer 
through the winter. Here 
we made do with fresh- 
ground pepper. 

Our favorite main dish 
was homemade “pasta en- 
velopes” ($15) with 
ground veal inside. Ravioli 
again, but these were very 
delicious and filling in a 
light, creamy tomato 
sauce. Capello d’angeli 
($14) with asparagus and 
shrimp was good eating 
— a simple oil/lemon 
sauce but with high quality 
pasta, served al dente. 

A truffled risotto served 
with veal scallops ($17) 
was again muddled. The 
veal was sautéed and a 
little salty, but of good 
quality. However, the 
risotto, though not badly 
underdone as it often is, 
was oily, undersalted, 
and not very flavorful de- 
spite an evident slice of canned black 
truffle. 

Some asparagus went into the risotto 
at the end, and was a nice vegetable con- 
trast. But there was nothing much to 
contrast it against. The pimento-and- 
bean garnish was pointless. 

Next time, maybe a buttery or herbal 
risotto, versus a sharper style of veal? 
This time, it was just filling. 

The wine list is short, mostly Italian, 
and serviceable, though there is only one 
red and one white by the glass. The grat- 
ed cheese is superb, as it almost always is 
in the North End. 

Between the creamy sauces and the ex- 
cellent bread, one fills up early at Posi- 
tano, and this is to the good because the 
restaurant has no desserts. It does offer- 
good coffee, both regular and decaf. 

Service at Positano was good, helpful, 
and accurate. Without desserts, there is 
some pause at the end, during which we 
contemplated our (mostly) unfinished 
entrees. 

Design and atmosphere approach those 
of the hotter boutique restaurants in the 
middle of Hanover Street. It is a simple 
storefront with oak wainscotting and yel- 
low sponged walls, a tile floor, and a low 
ceiling. 

Given that it has the same general 
format and price structure as Alloro, 
Pomodoro, and such, Positano needs 
some serious rethinking to jump out as 
Salem Street’s answer to Hanover 
Street. 

One excellent beginning: the place 
takes reservations on all but Saturday 
nights. Q

n 1993, Kimberly Caviness began making an investment, which eventually mounted to around 
| $40,000 — in what she jokingly refers to as “a really expensive résumé.” The item in question 
is Vanessa, the Orange Thrower, a half-hour, 16mm film written, directed, and produced by 
Caviness with money borrowed from credit cards, family, and friends, supplemented by grants from 
the Massachusetts Corporation for Education Telecommunications, Eastman Kodak, and the Po- 


“I have to admit that when I finished the film and looked at my credit rating, I didn’t think it was 
worth it,” says Caviness. “There isn’t much of a market for short films, but it costs about $1000 per 
minute of film for even a bare-bones production.” 

Caviness is already getting some promising returns. Vanessa won second place at the BU’s 1994 
Sumner Redstone awards and was well received at a recent “Local Sightings” program at the 
Coolidge Corner. It was also chosen to be part of the Museum of Fine Arts’ “Short Excursions” se- 
ries, along with two other shorts by local women directors — Robin Hessman’s Portrait of a Boy 
with Dog (1993) and Miranda Devin’s Rendezvous in Puntarenas (1994). All three films screen at 
the MFA on January 27 and February 2. 

Shot on location in Chelsea with a local Latino cast, 
Vanessa examines Catholic guilt in the tragicomic context 
of the 14-year-old girl in the title and her traditional 
Puerto Rican family. In a fit of self-pity, Vanessa — 
played by 16-year-old Mayari Sanchez — makes the false 
claim that she’s pregnant. The news stuns her family, 
sending her dad looking for a suitable husband and her 
mom into a religious frenzy. And it gets Vanessa a little 
too much of the attention she craves. 

The film deals compassionately with a side of teen 
pregnancy that’s often ignored — the fact that careless- 
ness isn’t always to blame.

Make a date to see Linklater’s Before Sunrise

BEFORE SUNRISE. Directed by

efore Sunrise is the best 
date movie of the ’90s! 
(Attention, Columbia Pic- 
tures: Blurb me!) No, re- 
ally, after a long, slow 
trudge of so-called “romantic” comedies 
and dramas utterly lacking in romance 
(Love Affair, Milk Money, I Love Trouble, 
etc.) and battle-of-the-sexes films appar- 





ently designed to have men and women in 
fisticuffs by the time the credits roll (Dis- 
closure, What Happened Was . . . , Olean- 
na, etc.), it’s a relief and a pleasure to see 
a picture that captures the first flush of ro- 
mantic love in all its fleeting glory, its 
dream-state evanescence. 

With Sunrise, writer/director Richard 
Linklater (Slacker, Dazed and Confused) 
abandons his usual milieu of fringe- 
dwelling Texas teens and young adults and 
his Altmanesque meanderings across wide 
social panoramas. Here, he’s focusing on a 
society of two, in a classically European 
city. Yet he sticks to his standard 24-hour 
time frame, his camera still wanders wher- 
ever the moment takes it, and he still en- 
trances us with a continuous deluge of fas- 
cinating talk.

is essentially a two-character movie about 
a first date, with a feel of real time. Lin- 
klater shoots long takes (five to 10 min- 
utes) that fit the rhythm of a conversation 
between two people discovering each oth- 
er. Unlike traditional romantic movies, 
where boy and girl meet, instantly fall in 
love, drive each other away, and reunite 
(or Meg Ryan movies, where they instantly 
fall in love but don’t act on it until the end 
of the film), Sunrise lets its lovers build 
their relationship at a leisurely pace, as if 
they had all the time in the world. 

Which, ironically, they don’t. Jesse 
(Ethan Hawke) and Céline (Julie Delpy) 
spark each other’s interest on a westbound 
train in Eastern Europe. She’s on her way 
home to Paris, he to America. His flight 
leaves Vienna the next morning, and he 
persuades her to get off the train with him 
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there so they can spend the 
day together. Ever the soci- 
ologist, Linklater has a 
keen eye for the way people 
(especially travelers) can 
achieve instant intimacy 
with complete strangers, 
but also for the way that 
such intimacy can become 
real, if impermanent. 

A movie like this works 
only if you can fall in love 
with the protagonists as 
easily as they do with each 
other, and Linklater and his 
cast have come up with two 
smart, engaging personali- 
ties. Jesse is sweet, loose, 
and a bit flaky, spinning 
brilliantly Slacker-esque 
monologues about time 
travel and reincarnation. 
Céline is brighter, creative 
and energetic. Although 
costumed a la grunge, they 
have that ethereal chem- 
istry that eludes more 
glamorous couples in other 
movies. 

Hawke finally justifies his 
Sassy-heartthrob reputation 
without the sullen smug- 
ness. that marred his per- 
formance in Reality Bites, 
and Delpy, so luminous but 
impalpable as fantasy fig-

herself full force. Linklater 
gives them reams of dia- 
logue with which to display 
their chops, but they’re 
equally effective in speech- 
less moments, such as the 
one in a record-store lis- 
tening booth where their 
mutual attraction cannot yet overcome 
their mutual shyness. 

Vienna becomes the third character in 
the film. It has a contemporary café cul- 
ture not unlike that of Slacker’s Austin, 
but mostly it’s full of ghosts, not just the 
likes of Mozart and Freud but also those 
of old movies. With their first kiss, Cé- 
line and Jesse remove the hex from the 
Ferris-wheel car from which Harry Lime 
(Orson Welles) heaped scorn upon the 
antlike masses below in The Third Man. 
And wistful ghosts of the couple’s day to- 
gether are apparent the next morning 
when Linklater’s camera revisits the 
now-empty sites of their most memo- 
rable moments. In a city suffused with 
history, even a brief relationship acquires 
an instant past. 

In the end, those moments together are 
all that matters, not the forward motion of 
the plot. (Do they sleep together? The 
movie coyly plays down the answer the 
next morning, but Céline is no longer 
wearing her T-shirt under her slip dress. 
You do the math.) Or even whether they 
ever see each other again. The doubtful 
Jesse rejects the idea that love is unselfish, 
but Céline tells him that whatever magic 
there is in the world lies in the attempt of 
two people to connect. With any luck, Be- 
fore Sunrise will work magic among view- 
ers as well. Q

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Alan Bennett’s mad monarch 
makes for a magnificent movie

he current royal family might 
seem wacko, but their tribu- 
lations pale before the antics 
of their ancestor King 
George III. You probably re- 
member George from history books as the 
bad guy in the American Revolutionary 
War, and as the film The Madness of King 
George demonstrates, the old despot took 
the loss of the colonies pretty hard. His 
obsession with this “lost paradise” seem- 
ingly triggered a near-disastrous psy- 
chosis. Based on the rousing, unsettling 
play by Alan Bennett (it was titled The 
Madness of George III; apparently the dis- 
tributors changed the title because they 
were afraid audiences would think the film 
was a sequel) and directed by Nicholas 
Hytner, who also directed the original 
London stage production, the film opens 
the taut stylization of the play into a lush, 
period setting. The sweeping camerawork 
and terse editing add to the intimacy and 
irony of this parable of power, madness, 
loyalty and the fragility of identity. It’s the 
finest adaptation of a play to the screen in 
recent memory, an often hilarious, some- 
times terrifying entertainment whose sig- 
nificance extends far beyond the royal in- 
trigues of 1788. 
_ Played brilliantly by Nigel Hawthorne 
(an Oscar nomination should be in his fu- 
ture), George appears at first a robust, 
bullying, close-minded, conceited asshole 
— in short, an ideal ruler. Suited up by 
retainers in his crown and robe for a visit 
to the House of Peers, he’s a motor- 
mouthed tyrant, chastising all around him, 
especially his foppish son George (played 
by Rupert Everett as a cross between Os- 
car Wilde and Tiny Tim), the Prince of 
Wales, whom he criticizes as being fat, 
lazy, and unmarried. 
In Parliament, his speech is heeded cyn- 
ically by his prime minister, William Pitt 
the Younger (an icy and arch Julian Wad- 


ham, who looks like Johnny Carson with a 
wig and a hangover) and his archenemy, 
the liberal reformer Charles Fox (Jim 
Carter). To Fox’s chiding remark about 
the king’s speech, which was written en- 
tirely by Pitt (though the king does slip up, 
referring to the United States as “our 
American colonies”), Pitt acridly retorts 
that the king will do exactly as he’s told. 
Well, not entirely. This uncomfortable 
alliance between the grand appearance of 
power and its actual, sordid heart unrav- 
els when the king starts pissing blue, then 
talks incessantly, obscenely, and incoher- 
ently, and tries to jump the bones of the 
lovely Lady Pembroke (a sexy and devot- 
ed Amanda Donohoe), lady-in-waiting to 
Queen Charlotte (Helen Mirren, touch- 
ing and tough, though she has some 
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problems with her character’s muted 
German accent). 

The madness reaches its peak when 
George insists on taking Charlotte and 
their 15 children to the roof of Windsor 
Castle to escape the gathering flood he’s 
hallucinated. Shot overhead on a circular 
staircase, the royal family’s frantic ascent 
to the roof mirrors the king’s descent into 
the surging waters of his dementia. When 
at last the queen confronts her husband 
with his condition, and in a look of stag- 
gering pathos and helplessness he admits 
that something is wrong, officers rush in 
and take him away. “Can’t we ever be 
alone?”, Charlotte cries. In George’s case, 
he’ll have no choice. 

Doctors have since surmised that 
George’s malady was a condition called 
porphyry, which as an endnote explains is 
a form of psychosis characterized by blue 
urine and endless babble and is “periodic, 
unpredictable, and hereditary.” At the 
time, though, the king’s triumvirate of 
physicians were entirely clueless and utter- 
ly confident in their particular specialties 
(one swears by the examination of stools, 
another is a pulse man). 

Under their care the king is reduced to 
a tortured gibbering wretch in blue-stained 
underclothes. His wicked son sees an op- 
portunity to usurp the throne with the aid 
of the doctors and Charles Fox (the liber- 
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als, then as now, are the evil ones), and to 
implement such pet policies as the aboli- 
tion of the slave trade and a recognition of 
the United States. Young George sepa- 
rates his father from Charlotte and locks 
him away in isolation. Only when the en- 
lightened Dr. Willis (lan Holm) steps in 
and gives the king a dose of his own 
medicine (a despotic regime of restraints, 
abuse, and occupational therapy) does the 
throne begin to look secure. 

The parallels to King Lear are obvious 
and acknowledged — in one of the film’s 
ill-considered though still affecting mo- 
ments, the ailing king reads from the play, 
with the Lord Chancellor as Cordelia. Ac- 
tually the benighted character of George 
evokes more modern comparisons. His lo- 
gorrhea, a futile attempt to maintain clari- 
ty by emptying his head of every word that 
enters it, is reminiscent of the works of 
Samuel Beckett. His hollow power re- 
minds one of the shadow play of the Rea- 
gan administration. When near the end 
he’s told he seems more himself, the king 
agrees: “I always was myself. I just forgot 
how to seem.” Although this film, with its 
surging Handel soundtrack, its pointed 
parodies of would-be reformers, and its 
gleeful celebration of pageantry, seems a 
reaffirmation of divine right, it is in fact a 
confrontation with the bleak reality behind 
public appearances. Q

he directors of the illuminat- 
ing and moving documentary 
Freedom on My Mind, Con- 
nie Field and Marilyn Mul- 
ford, rely largely on the 
memories of the black and white men and 


women who were engaged in the struggle . 


to register black Mississippians in the 
“freedom summer” of 1964. And listening 
to black interviewees like Endesha Ida 
Mae Holland, L. C. Dorsey, and Curtis 
Hayes, or whites like Marshall Ganz, you 
begin to feel that they haven’t forgotten a 
moment of this unprecedented, utterly 
amazing summer of their lives. You feel 
they’re carrying their stories around with 
them in their heads like jewel boxes en- 
closing the most precious objects they'll 
ever own — or like the books the clandes- 
tine readers in Fahrenheit 451 commit to 
memory, fearing that otherwise they’ll van- 
ish forever. 

Dorsey tells of her illiterate father, who 
believed so fervently in the power of edu- 
cation that when the cotton boss voiced his 
disapproval of sending children to school 
rather than working them in the fields, he 
walked L.C. and her siblings to the school- 
house every morning with a shotgun by his 
side. Hayes says he took his anger at the 
whites into the woods — took it out on 
the trees, where he wouldn’t bring disaster 
down on himself or his family for what he 
felt. The civil-rights movement turned his 
life around: “I was in Heaven for a 
minute.” Ganz speaks of “hearing the call” 
to come to Mississippi, and his voice qua-

MURDER IN THE FIRST 


At a time when our leaders claim they can 
reduce the number of violent criminals by 
building more jails for them, it can’t hurt 
to consider the case of Henri Young, as 
recounted in Marc Rocco’s solid if pedes- 
trian Murder in the First.

Endesha Ida Mae Holland — now a 
playwright and a professor of African- 
American history — is the most vivid and 
raucous of the movie’s raconteurs. At 11, 
she remembers, she was raped by the own- 
er of the plantation where her parents 
worked; she kept it to herself so she 
wouldn’t endanger her family. She began 
whoring as a teenager, and her first re- 
sponse to the civil-rights workers was to 
come on to them. But then she wandered 
into the SNCC office and saw a black 
woman working as a secretary, and her as- 
tonishment at this unheard-of achievement 
inspired her to volunteer her own services. 
Her fears turned out to be well founded: 
her mother, whom she’d tried to protect 
with her 11-year-old silence, was blown 
up by a bomb hurled into her home after 
Holland had become active and outspo- 
ken. 

The footage of the young Bob Moses — 
serious, contemplative, impassioned — is 
as affecting here as it was in Eyes on the 
Prize as we see him taking in the first vot- 
er-registration death, that of Herbert Lee, 
a black man, at the hands of a white state 
legislator, W.H. Hunt, who had grown up 
with Lee and even been a childhood 
friend. And once again you’re swept away 
by Fannie Lou Hamer. Fired and evicted 
the day after she’d registered to vote, she 
joined SNCC as a full-time field secretary, 
and she was the eloquent voice of the Mis- 
sissippi Freedom Democratic Party. With 
the face of a black madonna — deep-dyed 
sadness lit from within by the glow of her 
conviction — Hamer’s the emblem of 
these history-making days: you see in her 
both how a great struggle can alter a life 
and how a great spirit can infuse a cause. 

Freedom on My Mind includes the whole 
story (excerpted in Eyes on the Prize) of 
the compromise at the Democratic Con- 
vention that, in the eyes of the MFDP, was 
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a betrayal. Bob Moses tells us he dates the 
polarization of the country from that com- 
promise, that betrayal. This is a tough- 
minded movie: Field and Mulford make it 
clear that what most of us have seen as a 
great beginning was in a way an ending, 
too. Still, Holland, returning to Mississip- 
pi, could now walk up to the formerly all- 
whites counter of a local restaurant and 
hear the waitress call her “Ma’am” — a 
first delicious taste of freedom. 

It’s hard to avoid looking back on the

such a distant time. When you leave the 
theater after Freedom on My Mind; you 
may keep replaying, as I did, the footage 
of those white kids leaving the coziness of 
their Northern homes out of a need to 
right a great wrong, something they felt at 
so deep a level that they allowed it to 
transform their lives. Maybe the greatest 
tragedy the filmmakers reveal is that we 
can’t imagine anything like that moral 
force breaking through ever again.

Planet (he should consider another title), 
Almereyda weds the low-tech look with a no- 
class subject — a pair of twentysomething 
idlers who pass the time by drinking, seduc- 
ing women, and waxing absurd and philo- 
sophical. Nic (Nic Ratner) is married, but 
his wife’s away and he doesn’t take the rela- 
tionship too seriously. His upstairs neighbor 
Bill (Larry Sherman) doesn’t take any rela- 
tionship seriously, except his own love/hate 
affair with himself. He’ll become infatuated 
with a woman, seduce her (usually by 
screening the Max Fleischer cartoon “Danc- 
ing on the Moon”), and then — after suck- 
ing out her life forces — dump her uncere- 
moniously. 

The odd thing is that 
the pair are sympathetic 
and charming. Bill’s 
voiceover narration is so 
whimsical, tart, and imagi- 
native that you hardly no- 
tice the self-pity. And 
Nic’s repartee is off the 
wall (among his convic- 
tions is the belief that he is 
half-yeti). What draws you 
in, though, is the almost 
tactile quality of the image. 
Flickering, grainy, claus- 
trophobic (the film is al- 
most entirely shot indoors; 
the occasional forays onto 
a rooftop are oppressive in 
their chiaroscuro intensi- 
ty), it captures the world 
of a waning, predatory, 
solipsistic soul. At the 
Coolidge Corner.

AUSTRIAN AVANT-GARDE, 
1955-1993 


The garde doesn’t get any more avant than 
in Austria — this is the country where 
performance artists cut off their penises. 
And their filmmaking is pretty out there, 
as this series at the Museum of Fine Arts 
suggests. It comprises nearly 40 years of 
celluloid assaults on audience sensibilities; 
the experience is exhilarating, disturbing, 
and — remarkable for experimental film- 
making — seldom dull. 

The dean of the Austrian avant-garde is 
Peter Kubelka, and his 1955 film Mosaic 
im Vertrauen (“Mosaic in Confidence”) is a 
series of disjointed images — a car crash 
at LeMans, a bourgeois smoking a cigar, a 
chauffeur sadly exiting his car — backed 
by synchronous and strident sound. It’s the 
opposite of Eisenstein’s montage; the mo- 
saic begs to take some recognizable shape 
but invariably falls into amorphousness. 

Kurt Kren employs a similar device for a 
different effect in his 48 Heads from the 
Szondi Test (1960). Photographs of faces 
are spliced together, and the individual 
physiognomies become a single, animated 
figure. Other filmmakers pursue Kren’s 
merging of the human and cinematic form 
in a more visceral manner. In Ernst 
Schmidt, Jr.’s Bodybuilding (1965-66), 
naked male and female figures are ritualisti- 
cally daubed with paint and bound with 
ropes in disjointed, repeated fragments of 
film until they become abstracted into living 
sculptures. 

More to the point is Valie Export’s 
Mann und Frau und Animal (1970-’73), 
which features a naked woman seeking 
satisfaction with a shower nozzle. There’s 
even an appearance by Gregory Peck, in 
Martin Arnold’s passage l’acte (1993), 
where a brief snippet from To Kill a Mock- 
ingbird is fragmented into a jerky fugue. At 
first hilarious, the film, like much of this 
eye-opening series, takes on a novel beau- 
ty of its own. At the Museum of Fine Arts, 
February 2 and 9.

funny thing happened to 
Nicholson Baker, the mini- 
malist savant of the Ameri- 
can novel, on his way to 
ame, fortune, and a fric- 
tionless career as the latest bright butterfly 
to hover before Eustace Tilley’s monocle at 
the New Yorker. He discovered sex. 

It’s not a new topic. But there’s some- 
thing about the effervescent carnality of his 
last two novels — Vox (1992), his best- 
selling phone-sex novel, and last year’s The 
Fermata, a fantasy about a man who could 
stop time and take off women’s clothing 
without their knowing — that stopped 
many critics, and some longtime Baker 
readers, in their tracks. (“He seemed like 
such a nice boy,” you could almost hear 
people muttering.) In London’s Daily Tele- 
graph, the critic Victoria Glendinning 
kissed him off for good. “Good-bye, 
Nicholson Baker,” she wrote. “Good-bye 
forever.” 

In interviews, Baker has seemed per- 
plexed by the tumult. (“I didn’t mean the 
book to be shocking at all,” he’s said of 
Vox, a novel that includes a description of 
a penis as a “fourteen-and-a-half-inch- 
sperm-dowel.”) I must admit that I’m 
among those who find it all a bit confusing 
too. After recent re-readings, both Vox and 
The Fermata seem to me among the finest, 
most piquant writing about sex that any 
American has produced this century. And 
since really smart, funny, crazy, caring 
writing about sex is remarkably rare, it’s 
hard to join the chorus of tsk-tskers. After 
all these years, bonking is still too impor- 
tant to leave to stodgier, more “responsi- 
ble” voices. 

No matter how you feel about the exu- 
berant new kinks in the high arc of Bak- 
er’s career — is he a genius, or merely a 
purveyor of highbrow smut? — the de- 
bate is sure to be revived this month when 
Vintage Contemporaries reissues The Fer- 
mata in a paperback edition. And since 
Vintage is using the occasion to republish 
each of Baker’s four previous books in 
standardized editions, it seems a good 
time to reassess the career of the writer 
who has become best known, rather inex- 
plicably, as the dirty young man of Ameri- 
can letters. 

Nicholson Baker’s coy obsessions, sex 
aside, are what have always given his books 






their flyaway charm. He has a hypnotic 
ability to extract pages of tiny epiphanies 
— “pings of small happiness,” he calls 
them — out of such mundane acts as mak- 
ing toast, eating peanut butter, and drink- 
ing through a plastic straw. And since al- 
most nothing ever actually happens in Bak- 
er’s books — there’s no plot to speak of, 
no raised voices, no outsized moral dilem- 
mas — everything rides on his odd sensi- 
bility and acrobatic prose. His books glide 
along cheerfully neurotic juices of their 
own excreting. 

His first novel, The Mezzanine, became 
an almost instant cult classic when first 
published in 1986; battered and dogeared 
copies were passed around until they liter- 
ally came apart in your hands. Yet there’s 
nothing cultish or dark about the book’s 
gestalt at all: it’s a bright, accessible gizmo 
of a narrative that springs open right in 
front of you. 

The Mezzanine’s “action” — what little 
there is — takes place almost entirely on 
an escalator, as the narrator rides back to 
work after buying shoelaces. During the 
space of those few minutes, however, the 
book digresses expertly on dozens of odd- 
ball topics — from the way Post-It notes 
have made tape dispensers seem 


“grandiose and Biedermeier and tragically 
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defunct” to the best way to pull on a sock. 
(“I no longer prebunch,” the narrator con- 
fesses.) 

The Mezzanine is animated by Baker’s 
preternatural ability to combine an almost 
clinically detached descriptive brilliance 
with a childlike sense of wonder. (“Perfo- 
ration! Shout it out!” his narrator exclainis 
with Whitmanesque fervor.) The book also 
introduces the typical Baker protagonist, a 
decent-but-underemployed guy — usually 
an office temp — who happens to be a ge- 
nius of the quotidian. As this narrator puts 
it, after cheerfully explaining how he 
sneaks on his deodorant through an open 
button in his shirt, “I was the sort of per- 
son whose biggest discoveries were likely 
to be tricks applying toiletries while fully 
dressed.” 

The protagonist of Baker’s second novel, 
Room Temperature (1990), does have a 
few things going for him besides “tricks 
applying toiletries.” He’s a father trying to 
feed his baby daughter from a bottle, a 20- 
minute bit of maneuvering that occupies 
the book’s entire official “plot.” Like The 
Mezzanine, however, this book unfolds in 
the narrator’s mind as his thoughts skitter 
off in a hundred directions at once. 

Room Temperature is a far warmer novel 
than The Mezzanine — it’s the closest Bak- 
er has come to portraying honest interac- 
tion within a family — but it doesn’t quite 
have the same strange cohesiveness’ or 
charging intellectual brio. Like each of 
Baker’s novels, though, it’s full of unex- 
pectedly wonderful moments, including a 
hilarious scene in which the narrator imag- 
ines someone rescuing a crashing airliner 
by urging passengers to reach up and “turn 
your air vents to full, people!” 

If Baker’s first two books were among 
the most playful and inventive of the late 
’80s and early ’90s, his third, a book-length 
appreciation of John Updike titled U & I 
(1991), breaks the mold all together. Part 
literary criticism, part bildungsroman, part 
swooning hero worship, U & I reads like ei- 
ther a brave new literary form or a mash 
note run happily amok. (It’s probably both.) 

Baker is right up front about his long- 
standing reverence for Updike’s work; he 
admits he’s spent most of his writing life 
staring up into the clotted, teeming 
branches of Updike’s genius, “thinking 
about him constantly, comparing myself to 
him.” What nudgéd U & J out of Baker, 
though, was the untimely death of another 
literary hero, Donald Barthelme. Scanning 
the ensuing obits, he found himself per- 
plexed and then angered at the way “we 
give them [dead writers] their moment of 
solemnity and then quickly begin patroniz- 
ing them biographically, talking about how 
they ‘delighted in’ x or ‘poked fun at’ y.” 
Baker decided to “write about Updike 
while people could conceivably still sneer at 
him simply for being at the top of the heap, 
before any false valedictory grand-old-man 
reverence crept in.” 

There’s certainly not much “grand-old- 
man reverence” in U & I. For one thing, 
Baker admits he’s read fewer than half the 
words Updike has published. U & J is in- 
stead a “closed mouth examination,” more 
concerned with how Updike has zigzagged 
through his consciousness than an upright 
assessment of craft. For another, the book 
is really about Baker — it’s a striding tour 
through a young, nervous writer’s frazzled 
cranium, made up of equal parts of envy, 
vanity, and paranoia. And U & I doesn’t 
lack Baker’s manic enthusiasm. In various 
moments of ecstasy, Baker proclaims Up- 
dike “a fucking maestro,” “a genius,” and 
“a man so naturally verbal he could write 
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his fucking memoirs on a ladder.” (The 
latter is a jacket blurb I’d love to see some- 
day.) 

Updike may indeed be a “fucking mae- 
stro” — I'd say so, anyway — but it’s in- 
teresting to note that almost the only nega- 
tive thing that’s said about him in U & J is 
that Baker has never been able to mastur- 
bate to Updike’s novels. As if to make up 
for Updike’s shortfall, Baker followed up U 
& I with what would become the best-sell- 
ing highbrow stroke book of the last 
decade: Vox. 

Vox broke Baker wide open as a novelist, 
hovering around bestseller lists for nearly 
six months. It’s a book about the unlikely 
connections we find in an insanely discon- 
nected world, about auto-eroticism, about 
the safest sex imaginable — orgasm at a 
3000-mile remove. The novel, about what 
happens when two hyperverbal strangers 
living on opposite coasts bump into each 
other over an adult party line, opens with 
the words “What are you wearing?” and 
doesn’t stop for breath until 165 pages lat- 
er, when the woman has an orgasm so dra- 
matic, she says, “I saw the great seal of the 
Commonwealth of Massachusetts when I 
came.” 

In between, Baker sprinkles the narrative 
with his usual assortment of exquisite di- 
gressions. Both callers spill long, discursive 
fantasies (she, for example, imagines a trio 
of housepainters turning their rollers and, 
ahem, other things on her) as well as aptly 
giddy observations. “An orgasm in an intel- 
ligent woman,” the man says late in the 
novel, “is like a volcano in a mountain with 
a city built on the slope — you feel the al- 
ternative opportunity cost of her orgasm, 
you feel the force of all the other perceptive 
things she could be thinking at that moment 
and is not thinking because she is coming, 
and they enrich it. You still there?” 

Most readers, men and women, were 
still there, primarily because Vox is also an 
oddly tender, even affirming book. Baker 


smuggles real human emotion into these . 


characters’ sexual monologues. By the 
close, you feel you’ve learned far more 
about them than their sexual compulsions. 

Still, many readers who loved Vox were 
surprised Baker chose to extend and ampli- 
fy his sexual preoccupations in a second 
book, The Fermata. It seemed surprising 
too — un-Baker-like, even — that he 
should unleash a hero as unsympathetic as 
Arno Strine. Through some quirk of fate, 
Arno is able to suspend time — an ability 
he uses primarily to skulk around and un- 
dress women without their knowledge. 
This Portnoy for the 90s whacks off so 
much he gets carpal tunnel syndrome. 

Critics — particularly women — came 
down hard on The Fermata. As Lynn Dar- 
ling put it in Esquire, Arno’s bizarre sexual 
escapades “put women right where women 
have always thought men wanted them in 
the first place — passive, unaware, and 
not in control of what is happening to 
them.” Hard words, to be sure. And Arno 
pretty much agrees with her. “I would 
condemn in the strongest terms anyone 
else who did what I have done,” he says, 
but he can’t help himself. And since his 
curiosity has only “love and tolerance” in 
it, and since he can unclothe — and some- 
times touch — a woman without “sham- 
ing or frightening her or interrupting what 
she is doing or thinking,” what can be so 
wrong? 

How you feel about Arno and his “gift” 
will probably fuel your cocktail-party 
chatter for a month. But don’t let the 
knocks The Fermata took when it was 
first published keep you away. Even if you 
find Arno a little creepy and confused, the 
book may be Baker’s most compelling. It 
combines the vivid minimalism of The 
Mezzanine with the giddy, over-the-top 
eroticism of Vox. You can feel his delight 
in women’s bodies, in sex in general, 
coursing through his mind; he’s getting a 
charge out of pushing his fantasies to 
weird new limits, and that charge is 
passed along to us. 

This quality of sheer, aesthetic delight, of 
reveling in the world’s sights and smells and 
sounds, is finally.what makes Baker, still 
only 38, seem like the most exuberant and 
stylistically gifted writer we’ve had since 
Nabokov. He may currently have his mind 
in the gutter, but if he keeps issuing books 
as weirdly brilliant and engaging as The 
Fermata, you almost hope it stays there. 

Either way, where Nicholson Baker 
chooses to go may be among the most inter- 
esting questions literature has to offer us in 


1995. And at this point, all bets are off. OQ

Super tramps

The ART offers a fine, autumnal Godot

n the mid 1980s, the American 
Repertory Theatre plunked Samuel 
Beckett’s Endgame in a decrepit 
subway tunnel after a nuclear cata- 
clysm. Hearing that his stage direc- 
tions had been souped up, the picky play- 
wright cried foul. Beckett isn’t around to 
comment on Derek McLane’s set for 
Waiting for Godot, so God knows whether 
he would have objected to his single 
scrawny tree’s having company — more 
than a dozen large, cut-off tree trunks. 
The dead wood evokes an image of termi- 
nal deforestation, with Beckett’s two 
tramps, Vladimir and Estragon, moping 
about like spotted owls who have given up 
searching for a place to perch. As for the 
no-show Godot, he could be either Paul 
Bunyan coming to cut down the last bit of 
good timber or the Sierra Club rolling to 
the rescue with a wagonload of seedlings. 
A raped and ravaged Mother Nature is 
neither better nor worse than any of the 
other interpretative blankets thrown over 
this great play, which since its premiere in 
1953 has become a cultural Rorschach 
test, a lodestone for Western angst. By set- 
ting the inaction in a razed forest rather 
than in Beckett’s more pristine surround- 
ings (“A country road. A tree.”), the ART 
production swerves away from the forbid- 
dingly philosophic or psychological and 
toward a more naturalistic vision of Godot. 
And by casting veteran ART actors Alvin 
Epstein (who played Lucky in the original 
Broadway production of the play) and 
Jeremy Geidt as the men-in-perpetual- 
waiting, the production evokes autumnal 
thespian vibes missed by the ART’s leg- 
endary previous presentation of Godot, 
which was directed by Andrei Belgrader 
and starred Mark Linn-Baker and John 


Bottoms. Beckett, of all people, under- 
stood the vagaries of memory, but from 
what I can recall, the difference between 
the two versions is that the earlier one 
seethed with a desperate manic energy: 
Linn-Baker and Bottoms were whirlwinds 
of waiting. The current production, in 
some ways just as fine, faces degeneration 
in a mellower key, as if the tramps — and 
perhaps the universe — were suffering 
from Alzheimer’s disease. 

Or, to be more accurate, had entered 
their second childhoods. The key to the 
performances of Epstein and Geidt lies in 
how Estragon and Vladimir answer Pozzo’s 
inquiry about their ages. They are either 60, 
70 — or 11. Epstein takes the age melt- 
down to heart — he’s a skittish Dennis the 
Menace trapped in the body of a rotting 
Methuselah. He whimpers in frustration 
whenever Vladimir mentions Godot, oohs 
at Lucky’s speechifying, growls like a dog 
when he’s kicked, and chortles in self-satis- 
faction after sucking a bone. A compendi- 
um of animal barks and coos, this Estragon 
is also a physical puzzle — battered and 
arthritic, he’s still capable of breaking into a 
weird dance step or pantomiming fisticuffs. 
He’s decayed and his memory is shot, but 
that doesn’t preclude strange, exhilarating 
bursts of life. It’s a marvelous performance, 
both comic and curdled. 

As Vladimir, Geidt isn’t quite as juicily 
effective because he clings a little too 
closely to director David Wheeler’s insis- 
tence on Beckett’s debt to Laurel and 
Hardy. Yes, Godot was influenced by 
silent clowns, but Geidt hits the Hardy- 
esque note of prim self-satisfaction or dis- 
comfort with regularity. (Epstein’s Es- 
tragon, his hair exploding out from under 
his derby, has as much Harpo Marx in him 
as he does Laurel.) His Vladimir is never 
less than finely crafted and lovingly de- 
tailed — notice how Geidt holds his arms 
to his sides, fastidiously flicking dirt from 
his fingers. And he’s a savvy match for Ep- 
stein — they’re two vaudevilleans lobbing 
old jokes at (and sometimes over) the edge 
of time. Yet Geidt doesn’t bring a wealth 
of vocal or physical invention to the role; 
the actor has a tendency to nestle, a little 
too comfortably, into rhetorical tricks. 

Vocal limitations also make Remo Airal- 
di’s Pozzo somewhat problematic. He’s at 


his best playing the prissily sadistic bully, 
bullwhipping his servant Lucky into per- 
forming stunts for the tramps. Airaldi 
looks good as well — his head’s shaved 
and he’s sporting a Fu Manchu beard cut. 
What the actor never quite gets at is Pozzo 
the violent tyrant, mainly because his 
voice, which tends to shoot up into a 
falsetto, inescapably turns the figure to- 
ward hysteria and/or farce. Without deliv- 
ering the requisite ferocity in the first act, 
Pozzo doesn’t raise sufficient horror and 
pity when he returns, blind, in the second. 
And the relationship between Pozzo and 
Lucky must be more than just another 
playful routine — it’s the nightmare alter- 
native to the sustaining friendship of Es- 
tragon and Vladimir. Ben Evett’s wraith- 
like Lucky attacks his famous monologue 
about the speciousness of a loving God 
and a benign universe with a dazzling ar- 
ray of twitches and vocal inflections. Like 
Epstein, Evett attempts to dramatize de- 
composition. 

Of course, Godot’s tragicomic ode to 
decay includes lyrical intimations of ex- 
tinction. Because of either Wheeler’s pref- 
erence for naturalism over ritual or the 
emotionally warm (sometimes sentimen- 
tal) interplay between his leads, the pro- 
duction never moves into the script’s dark- 
er realms. Epstein’s and Geidt’s portraits 
of moldy old age — its childish pleasures 
and gruesome pains — are memorably 
drawn. And the ART staging does an ad- 
mirable job of showing us that Godot is 
also about the task of acting, its attendant 
vulnerability and anxieties. But Beckett’s 
language gets short shrift, except for when 
Estragon and Vladimir stand on one of the 
tree trunks and exchange the beautiful 
lines about the leaves and the dead. 

Aside from that, the poetry doesn’t 
make as strong an impression as does Es- 
tragon and Vladimir’s friendship, which is 
vividly caught by Epstein and Geidt. The 
approach of darkness should invoke a 
mounting sense of terror in Godot’s char- 
acters and audience. For Beckett, madness 
isn’t a matter of sound and fury. “Si- 
lence,” the playwright once said of Godot, 
“is pouring into this play like water into a 
sinking ship.” There are wonderful things 
about the ART Waiting for Godot, but you 
never feel that it’s going under. Q

ta lives alone in a small 
apartment strewn with emp- 
ty pizza boxes and Dr. Pep- 
per cans. Thanks to her ex- 
husband, the only furniture 
she’s got is a mattress, on which she’s sleep- 
ing as Criminal Hearts opens. Jane Martin’s 
comedy is about the unlikely friendship be- 
tween Ata and Bo, the woman who breaks in 
through Ata’s fire escape, discovers there’s 
nothing for her to take, and stays around 
long enough to get to know her victim. Pre- 
sented by the newly formed and spunky 
D&D Theatre — named after perpetrator- 
actresses Denise Cormier and Dori May 
Kelly — the play is getting a better produc- 
tion than it really deserves. 

No sooner does Bo refuse Ata’s offer to 
write her a check (she has only $80 in 
cash) than the highstrung Ata wrestles the 
gun from her hand and the tables are 
turned, so to speak, in terms of victim- 
hood. No Extremities this. Criminal Hearts 
is more interested in getting its two hero- 
ines to bond. When Ata realizes the crook 
in her apartment is a woman, she’s down- 
right appalled, noting that “men shoot each 
other. Women relate.” Ata, however, be- 
comes permanently attached to Bo’s gun. 

Before long, the two women have ex- 
changed life histories. Bo has turned to 
crime to save her family, or so she says. 
Ata, we learn, is a delusional agoraphobic, 
deprived not only of her sofa by husband 
Wib but also of her children by her mother. 
She spends her days sharpening pencils as 
a means of soothing herself, and drinking 
Dr. Pepper for courage. 

Since it’s highly unlikely that two such 
people would meet in real life, the play- 
wright has constructed a way for them to 
cross paths and then complement each oth- 
er’s weakness. Bo berates Ata for not fight- 
ing back at those who oppress her. Ata 
tries to teach Bo that trust is what makes 
the world go round. Soon the play resorts 
to such convenient devices as having the 
philandering Wib ask Ata to deliver some- 
thing to his house just as Ata and Bo are 
trying to think of a way to go there and 
give him his comeuppance. 

None of this artifice would matter if the 
play — which at least is overflowing with 
funny lines — weren’t so gratuitous in its 
male-bashing. At one point Ata reports that 
the doctors she saw prescribed valium, 
weight loss, and pregnancy, those nasty 
misogynist cures for female malaise. And 
when Wib shows up in act two, he’s not 
only the embodiment of every alleged male 
evil, he’s also forced (as are we) to sit 
through Ata’s diatribe, in which every 
problem a person could have is racked up 
to Wib’s Y chromosome. 

Needless to say this isn’t a part an actor 
can do very much with, so there’s no point 
blaming Jonathan Niles, who at least 
crushes Ata’s pencil sharpener with relish. 
In the preview I saw, the talented Dori May 
Kelly hadn’t given Bo more detail than a 
generic working gal, and Michael Fields 
played Bo’s accomplice Robbie as the car- 
toon he is. Most compelling was Denise 
Cormier’s deranged Ata, who’s full of sur- 
prises and quite endearing.

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Ed Begley gets cryptic about 
Mamet’s The Cryptogram

aybe David Mamet 
should pen a sequel to 
his book Writing in 
Restaurants called 
“Casting in Restau- 
rants.” That’s how Ed Begley Jr. found his 
way into the American premiere of The 
Cryptogram, which was written and direct- 
ed by Mamet and is being presented by the 
American Repertory Theatre’s New Stages 
series, at Suffolk University’s C. Walsh 
Theatre February 2 through 19. 

“It was as synchronistic an event as you 
can imagine,” says Begley, who speaks in 
the declamatory tones one recalls from his 
years as Dr. Victor Ehrlich in the Boston- 
set TV series St. Elsewhere. “1 was in a 
restaurant in New York, and at the next 
table was Tom Fontana, who was one of 
the producers and writers of St. Elsewhere. 
And seated across from him was none oth- 
er than David Mamet, whom I had met 
briefly here in Massachusetts at a Walden 
Woods Project fundraiser. I said what I 
had meant to say at our first brief meeting, 
which was, ‘I’m such a fan of yours. I’d 
love to work with you.’ To which he re- 
sponded, ‘What are you doing in Jan- 
uary?’ I said, “Well, I’m doing your play, 
of course.’ I thought he was kidding, and I 
was razzing Tom Fontana. But he sent me 
the play the next day. I read it, said yes, 
and here I am.” 

Begley is appropriately cryptic about his 
role in the three-character play. “All the 
details that I would tell you would be like, 
‘Rosebud is a sled,’ and “Tony Perkins is 
his mother.’ ” The plot has to do with a 





boy who learns a disillusioning truth about 
his parents from his mother and Begley’s 
character, a family friend. “It’s a cryp- 
togram, a message encoded in cipher,” 
Begley says of the play, which premiered 
in London last year. 

It’s good, then, to have Mamet around 
as director, “so we can heap praise upon 
him, then vilify him if there’s something 
we don’t like. There’s nothing we don’t 
like, though. It’s a wonderful play. Felicity 
Huffman has worked with him before. 
That’s a delight, working with that talent- 
ed woman who was in Speed-the-Plow [on 
Broadway, replacing Madonna]. The kid, 
Shelton Dane, is wonderful.” 

Before his years in TV and film, Begley 
spent years as a stand-up comic, training 
that Mamet believes helped Begley learn 
the playwright’s notoriously difficult and 
precise dialogue. Imitating Mamet’s rasp, 
Begley says, “ ‘That’s why comics make 
such good actors.- They know how to high- 
light something in black.’ ” 

Although Begley signed on because of 
Mamet’s name alone, the 45-year-old ac- 
tor considers himself-a careful reader of 
scripts. “I’ve been reading plays for 40 
years. My dad would have me read his 
scripts and cue him for whatever he was 
doing, Inherit the Wind or Wagon Train. | 
didn’t even know what the words meant. 

“I have no great skill at picking winners. 
But I have a 100 percent average at pick- 
ing losers. Every one I’ve said was a dog 
turned out to be a whippet of the highest 
order, often an expensive dog that came 
and went and closed out of town like a 10- 
cent mousetrap. 

“I’ve had this skill for years, and I’ve ig- 
nored it. I’ve finally learned to listen to the 
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little voice. Now, 
I’m in a position 
where I can come 
and do a play. I 
don’t have to take 
jobs based on 
economics. I just 
do it based on 
material. 

“That’s the best 
advice I can offer 
to young actors 
who are foolish 
enough to ask 
me. I say, “Where 
do you live?’ 
‘Well, I live in a 
loft in SoHo. It’s 
cheap.’ I say, 
‘Good. My advice 
is to stay there 
with your room- 
mate even if you 
get the series or 
the movie. Keep 
your expenses 
down so you 
don’t have to do 
the episode of 
Love Boat, so you 
can just pick and 
choose good ma- 
terial.’ I live in a 
simple house in 
Los Angeles in a 
middle-class 
neighborhood, 
and it’s’ the 
smartest thing 
I’ve ever done.”

t’s not every theater work that 

promises to tell you the meaning of 

life and then delivers (the solution 

has to do with a small pocket mir- 

ror). But if you’re in the market for 
profound truths and syrupy anecdotes, you 
could do worse than trundle up to Lowell, 
where Robert Fulghum’s bestselling psy- 
cho-pablum All I Really Need To Know I 
Learned in Kindergarten has been turned 
into a stage show, replete with music, cos- 
tumes, and warm fuzzies. Just be warned 
that the price of sitting through this well- 
polished, professionally performed tour-de- 
wisdom is the feeling you’ve been slimed 
with unabashed sentimentality, fatherly ad- 
vice, and niceness. Not to mention perky 
group dynamics — which is to say, don’t 
go unless you’re ready to sing all the cho- 
ruses of “I Knew an Old Lady Who Swal- 
lowed a Fly.” 

At the Merrimack Rep, where it unfolds 
on M. Franklin White’s abstract set of 
school chairs and blackboard, the show 
isn’t so much acted as told to us by the four 
cast members — Sandra Shipley, Ray De- 


Mattis, Ed Kershen, and Frederick Walters 
— who impersonate all manners of chil- 
dren and oldsters, the better to fill us in on 
the purpose of hide and seek, the issues in- 
volved in having your yard raked, and the 
changing stages of parenthood. These four 
aren’t alone, though. Indeed, the title epi- 
gram as well as several well-known- 
around-the-nursery tunes are piped live on 
stage thanks to composer/pianist David

Caldwell, who has traveled to Lowell from 
Mill Mountain Theatre, in Roanoke, Vir- 
ginia, where the stage adaptation of 
Kindergarten originated. 

The result is not just that we get to hear 
the golden rules for five-year-olds of all 
ages set to music. (The words to the title 
tune, for those of you who are Fulghum-ig- 
norant, remind us to “Share. Play fair. 
Don’t hit people.” — to list just a few items 
on a list that also includes “Flush” and “Be 
aware of wonder.”) We get to sing along 
with the personable Caldwell, who comes 
on stage before the show begins to warm us 
up with “Three Blind Mice” and such. 
What follows this bit of musical bonding is, 
for my money, the highlight of the show: 
Sandra Shipley deconstructing “Itsy-Bitsy 
Spider” with her high-end British accent. 

As it happens, spiders figure a lot in 
Kindergarten, not least in a sketch that pur- 
ports to tell of a human-arachnid encounter 
from the spider’s point of view. It’s when the 
spider stories are turned into parables — in 


one case a metaphor for human survival — 
that Fulghum starts to bug you. Not every 
vignette is as charming as the story of a 


truck driver who dreams so fervently of be- | 
coming a pilot that one day he’s spotted | 


hovering over the earth, his aluminum lawn 
chair held aloft by helium balloons. (And not 
every story is accompanied by such imagina- 
tive visual and lighting tricks as the image of 
a pair of lawn chairs floating over the stage.) 

What wears down the patience of even 
the indulgent wisdom seeker is Fulghum’s 
tendency to pile not one but two or three 
lessons and morals and sappy truths onto 
the ends of his stories. For example, the 
lawn-chair pilot, not content to hint that 
“you can’t just sit there” when asked why 
he wants to fly, also lets us know that “ev- 
erything is still possible.” And the show’s 
underlying theme — don’t feel sorry for 
yourself — raises its unwieldy head in two 
shameless anecdotes, one about a whining 
twentysomething who encounters an 
Auschwitz survivor and learns the differ-

niences and its real prob- 
lems. I haven’t even men- 
tioned the sob story about 
Beethoven composing his 
Ninth Symphony after he’d 
gone deaf. 

We learn about the re- 
wards of grace from Ray 
DeMattis, who’s saddled 
with a very long story about 
a would-be-perfect wedding 
and kills it with relentless 
dramatic punctuation). We 
also learn about John Pier- 
pont, a failure at everything 
who endeared himself by 
writing “Jingle Bells.” For 
the most part, the cast dis- 
port themselves handsomely, 
under the snappy direction 
of David Zoffoli, whose idea 
of using blackboard sketches 
to introduce vignettes gives 
energy to a show that thrives 
on predictability. Certainly it 
thrives on the notion that

Positive have earned 
themselves a number of 
titles over the years — 
local heroes, scene veter- 
ans, Boston institution. 





All of which, in the band’s eyes, amounts 


to a real good reason to break up. “It’s so 
weird, the idea of being a fixture,” notes 
singer Dave Herlihy over coffee. “It’s like 
you’ve become a toilet.” 

Always one of the more refined-sound- 
ing bands in town, O Positive are going 
through an unusually civilized break-up: 
nobody hates the other guys yet, their last 
album (Home Sweet Head) was a good 
one, and their thoughtful brand of pop is 
at least as fashionable as it’s ever been. 
| But the band members, now into their 
| 30s, are facing the possibility that they 
| may be too old to rock and roll — or at 
least, too grown up to give O Positive the 
level of devotion it’s claimed for most of 





| their adult lives. Herlihy’s been a practic- 


ing lawyer for the past few years. Gui-

A Boston rock institution 


takes its final bow 


auctioned off to benefit Friends of Shan- 
non Lowney, the receptionist who was 
shot dead at Brookline Planned Parent- 
hood on December 30. They’ll also break 
their own rule about not playing too much 
old material. Over the past few weeks 
they’ve relearned tunes like “With You,” 
the first local hit, which hasn’t been in 
their set for years. And the last song they 


* ever perform will be . . . well, they’re not 


sure yet, but they promise to make it 
count. 

Meeting on a Saturday morning at the 
Middle East, the members of O Positive 
are still very much a band. They’ve played 
their next-to-last gig at Toons in Salem 
the night before, and ideas for the final 
show at the Hard Rock Café are being 
thrown around — how long to play, which 
long-forgotten tunes to dig up, what song 
to go out with. 

“We're probably going to wait as long as 
we can before going on, just so we can say 
we’re still in the band,” notes guitarist 
Alan Petitti, only half-joking. Meanwhile 
they’re picking apart the fine points of the 
previous night’s show. “I thought ‘Hey 
Dave’ was going a little fast,” Petitti notes. 
“Really? I thought you guys were playing 
too slow,” responds drummer Ken Hickey 
(who replaced Alex Lob in the band’s only 
personnel switch). 

“You see why we’re breaking up,” Petitti 
notes. 

Like many bands on the verge of a split, 
they” haven’t quite let it sink in yet. Even 
now, the members insist they’re not really 
breaking up. They just won’t be playing 
together any more. 

“I thought I'd be a little sadder than I 


am,” Herlihy confides. “It’s a nostalgic 


time, like we’re about to leave high 
school.” 

In the end, O Positive’s break-up says 
less about changing musical trends than 
about the difficulty of keeping a band to- 
gether, especially when you’re running 
your own business, booking your own 
gigs, releasing your own albums, and try- 
ing to lead some semblance of a normal 
life. “In the beginning,” notes Herlihy, “Al 
wouldn’t eat. Now Al won’t let his kid not 
eat.” 

The music is a cinch by comparison. 
They’ve even written an album’s worth of 
new songs over the past year, despite 
knowing they wouldn’t be together long 
enough to record them. “We’re still writ- 
ing songs now,” notes Petitti a few days 
later. “It just won’t stop. We were rehears- 
ing for the Hard Rock show last night and 
Ken, Dave, and I started working on 
songs, just for the hell of it. We could 
make a new album right now if we had the 
money. It’s a nice thought, but that’s all it 
is.” 

Only bassist Dave Ingham seems well 
and truly sick of it all. “It’s not just a busi- 
ness thing. I’m tired of this group, tired of 
what we’ve been doing for the last 10 
years. I’m not thinking of myself as old, 
but I do feel like I’m leaving a generation. 
I see the younger generation in the clubs 
now, doing things that aren’t important to 
me anymore. For years I put this band in 
the forefront of my life. But there are so 
many great things you can do — having 
twins among them — besides being in O 
Positive.” 

Common wisdom holds that local bands 
become dinosaurs after. 10 years, and it’s 
too bad O Positive aren’t sticking around 
to break that rule. They’ve broken a num- 
ber of other molds in their time together. 
Never scenesters or hellraisers, they boast- 
ed an image that was squeaky-clean by lo- 
cal standards, with a level of professional- 
ism that was considered uncool in some 
quarters. Certainly Herlihy became the 
only lawyer in town who could still be con- 
vincing as a tortured artist. 

And if they weren’t the first Boston band 
to absorb moody English influences like 
Echo & the Bunnymen and Joy Division, 
they were the first to do it well. The studio 


polish on their early albums went against 
the grain of the Boston garage sound; later 
they’d absorb garage rock as one of many 
influences. There was always a schizoid 
aspect to the band. The first single, “With 
You,” could (and often did) fit on the ra- 
dio alongside U2 and Echo and New Or- 
der. They could easily have followed their 
commercial instincts and milked this 
sound for all it was worth. For the most 
part, they didn’t. That’s one reason O Pos- 
itive can now retire with 10 years of inter- 
esting music to their credit. 

“We were unified by the fact that it was 
me singing, but that’s about it,” Herlihy 
explains. “We weren’t that concerned with 
being consistent, or with sticking to a for- 
mula. At first we set out to avoid certain 
clichés, but then we became curious about 
expressing ourselves in different ways. For 
instance, we used to be very anti-garage, 
but then we deliberately tried to write a 
garagy song [the Epic single, “Back of My 
Mind”]. When I started getting all that 
business perspective that a lawyer has, all 
that stuff about market forces, I made a 
deliberate attempt at keeping that out of 
the songwriting.” 

Herlihy’s voice was likely the first thing 
people noticed about the band. Many 
Boston outfits, especially on the garage 
circuit, were under the spell of groups like 
the Replacements, where the singer was 
one of the gang and nothing was worse 
than appearing pretentious. Herlihy was 
different. He had the pipes, and he had no 
qualms about pouring it all out, expressing 
his angst instead of holding it back. “I fig- 
ured that if I got the car, I might as well 
drive it. I found my voice and believed it, 
and you need that belief. It wasn’t bullshit; 
I knew the value of appearing to be credi- 
ble, and I really knew, without sounding 
pompous, that I had a gift. I have no fear 
of getting in front of anybody and just 
pushing it. The people I admired were 
people like [Echo & the Bunnymen singer] 
Ian McCulloch, who went for the grand 
slam. When I saw the Bunnymen at the 
Paradise, I thought, ‘There’s something to 
learn from this.’ ” 

In some ways, those first couple of years 
were O Positive’s heyday. When they first 
played out (at Chet’s Last Call in October 
’83), a Boston Globe writer happened to 





























be there for a club-related story, so they 
got press for their very first gig. And they 
got substantial airplay for their very first 
EP, Only Breathing, which became the 
biggest hit on the Throbbing Lobster label 
— home of fondly remembered local 
bands like the Blackjacks, Prime Movers, 
and Classic Ruins. 

“They sold double what anyone else on 
the label sold,” says Lobster owner Chuck 
Warner, who has since made a major ca- 
reer change and is now working in the 
Episcopal Church. “It was a great success 
locally, but it was also something of a hard 
sell nationally, because it was perceived as 
being out of the label’s character. I had 
other bands who were more into being a 
commercial success. The difference with 
O Positive was that they didn’t want any- 
one telling them what to do.” 

This was also the period when Boston 
had its own music-video channel, V-66, a 
substantial local presence at the time. (V- 
66 gave frequent plays toa long- 
flopped Aerosmith tune, “Light- 
ning Strikes,” simply because 
that was the only Aerosmith 
video it had. The song became so 
popular locally that the re- 
formed Aerosmith learned to play 
it live.) Any half-decent local 
video seemed to get play on the 
station, and a well-produced one 
like O Positive’s “With You” 
could turn a local band into video 
stars. 

Within the next two years, the 
bands who opened for O Positive 
included Throwing Muses and 
the Pixies. The group loosened 
up enough to do side projects 
like an Elvis tribute show, with 
soundman (later guitarist) Dave 
Martin doing the impersonator 
honors. And the second EP, 
Cloud Factory (on the larger in- 
die label Link), was a step ahead, 
especially for those of us who 
were lukewarm about Only 
Breathing. Stretching out in both 
directions, it opened with a ter- 
rific cheap-shot pop song, “Talk 
About Love,” and closed with a 
long mood piece (“Watch Out, 
This Sled’s Made for a Maniac”) 
that sounds like nothing they’ve 
done before or since.

piece,” Petitti explains. “It started 
with a riff that Dave Martin wrote and just 
grew from there. We never got the time or 
money to try anything like that again.” 

So how did O Positive wind up joining 
the long list of Boston bands having bad 
experiences with major labels? In part, the 
group’s strong-mindedness had something 
to do with it. Their one Epic album, Toy- 
boat Toyboat Toyboat, left their sound 
largely intact, with no crass production or 
remakes of the indie hits (though Herlihy 
says Epic wanted the latter). But they’re 
still rankled by a few of the label’s deci- 
sions, like changing the album’s sequenc- 
ing and releasing singles that weren’t typi- 
cal of the band. “We were too understand- 
ing; we should have just put our foot 
down,” says Herlihy. “When we turned the 
album in, they were saying, “This is so 
good that every song should be a single.’ A 
few months later it was, “Well, you guys 
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should have made a better album.’ ” 

In fact, the album couldn’t really be 
called a flop. It sold 35,000 copies — not 
exactly Pearl Jam but more than re- 
spectable for a first album by a little- 
known band, especially since a lack of fi- 
nancial support kept them from touring or 
making a video. In the end O Positive 
asked to leave the label, though Herlihy 
says it was only a matter of time before 
they would have been dropped. “It 
changed my whole perception of people. I 
always had this naive belief that if we were 
good, everything would have worked out. 
In the record business you learn the plati- 
tudes. It’s all about relationships; there are 
truisms that people toss around and they 
may or may not be sincere.” 

What exactly went wrong? “For one 
thing, there was a purge at the label right 
around the time the album came out. And 
our A&R guy didn’t want to champion 
anything until he knew what the new alle- 


giances were. Also, a decision came down 
from on high to scratch all videos by baby 
bands, as if being a baby band were some 
kind of cancer. So a video that had been in 
preproduction was cut. People could smell 
death.” 

Now without a manager or label, O Pos- 
itive came back to Boston a changed band 
— in some ways changed for the better. 
Needing a creative outlet for his career 
frustration, Herlihy developed some politi- 
cal awareness and organized Freedom 
Festival, a series of concerts, debates, and 
events in support of the First Amendment. 
Groups like the ACLU, the Coalition 
Against Censorship, and Amnesty Interna- 
tional got involved. And O Positive played 
a set of political material as the Rednecks. 
It’s only fairly recently that the local rock 
community has begun to get politicized, 
and Herlihy’s work was a major step in the 
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right direction. 

“I wanted to put a positive spin on the 
First Amendment, to sell it like a car — 
the new Ford Freedom. In the aftermath 
of Epic, I felt contaminated by the busi- 
ness, my aspirations were turned upside 
down, and I wanted to do something for 
the community. O Positive was like an in- 
cubator, and I wanted to be part of some- 
thing bigger than filling clubs or getting on 
the radio. At the time there was a lot of 
challenge to free expression. I knew the 
joy that I got from being expressive, and I 
wanted to. celebrate that. The events went 
on for about two years. It gave me some- 
thing more important to talk about than 
how we’d been screwed by business 
forces.” 

It would have been interesting to see 
those politics channeled into O Positive, 
but save for the Rednecks project, it never 
really happened. “That’s because we’re a 
goddamn democracy, and doing that 
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didn’t sit well with everybody in the band,” 
says Herlihy. “And soapboxes can be kind 
of tiresome. There’s a tendency in political 
bands to be joyless — either you have po- 
litical science, or you have music.” 

Still, there was a much harder edge to 
the sound by the time they made their next 
album. Released in early 93, Home Sweet 
Head dealt with all the frustration they 
were going through at the time, largely do- 
ing away with the lush and pretty moments 
of previous efforts. It was a gutsy move, 
one that didn’t always work (the occasion- 
al use of a Manchester wah-wah/snare- 
drum sound seems dated now) but did 
produce some of the band’s most resonant 
material. 

“At the time we were wondering 
whether we'd lost the spice of O Positive, 
thinking we didn’t have the dirginess or 
the bizarreness of some of the old materi- 
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ether | more resonant set of songs about surviv- 
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al,” says Petitti. 

“We definitely wanted more teeth,” 
Herlihy adds. “Maybe there was some im- 
pression that we wanted to rock more. 
There was certainly a lot of anger and 
frustration in the air.” 

All told, O Positive released only some 
three dozen songs in their 12 years togeth- 
er, leaving plenty of unrecorded material 
behind. That may be remedied if they go 
through with their plan to put out a live 
CD in the coming year, stressing the new 
songs they’ve written since Home. Mean- 
while, most of the members aré eager to 
get on with the music. Herlihy’s become 
the in-house lawyer for the local label 
Curve of the Earth, a gig that provides him 
studio time to work on new material. And 
in a twist of fate, Herlihy and Petitti will be 
sharing an acoustic bill at the Linwood 
Grill on February 3. 

“I can write any kind of song I want to 
now, I can figure out what’s being done 
right now and what’s been miss- 
ing,” Herlihy says. “It may be 
frivolous, it may be philosophical, 
it may be as schizophrenic as some 
of the O Positive stuff. 

“The band had to do what it 
wanted, because in the end you 
only have what you created. We 
never wanted to succeed for its 
own sake; we wanted success on 
our own terms.” Success on their 
own terms was what they got, al- 
beit on a smaller level than they 
probably hoped for. They went in 
young and idealistic, they’re going 
out older and idealistic. In that 
sense, O Positive retire undefeated.

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TOM JON 
SWINGING THE LEAD 


There’s a story that after hearing 
Tom Jones sing at a benefit concert a 
few years ago, Dustin Hoffman went 
up to him and exclaimed, “When you 
open your mouth, it’s like a tiger 
leaps out!” Jones’s huge, lusty wallop 
of a voice has been one of the de- 
pendable wonders of pop for almost 
30 years now, but that doesn’t mean 
it’s not capable of surprises. What’s 
marvelous about his latest CD — the 
outrageously titled The Lead and 
How To Swing It (Interscope), a 
slick, satisfying collection of dance 
pop — is the vocal range it allows 
Jones, sometimes within one song. “A 
Girl like You” (by the Wolfgang 
Press) goes from bottom-of-the- 
ocean murmurs to shouts that sound 
as if they could fill the sky. Jones also 
gets to show off some playful, flirta- 
tious vibrato whispers (“Something 
for Your Head”) and a gorgeous 
falsetto (“I Wanna Get Back with 
You”), as well as the trademark 
knockouts, which include a blow-it- 
to-smithereens cover of Yaz’s “Situa- 
tion.” 

Treating Tom Jones as if he were 
camp reinforces the prissy notion that 
great pop is about authenticity and 
refuses to acknowledge that good 
work can come from anywhere. Jones 
never fully leaves show biz behind. A 
good thing, since his professionalism 
is what saves the lesser numbers, and 
what saved him when, a week ago at 
Avalon, a bra landed on his shoulder 
during “Green, Green Grass of 
Home.” But when he covered the 
Jackson Five’s “I Want You Back” or 
Lenny Kravitz’s pastiche “Are You 
Gonna Go My Way,” he was full to 
bursting with the passion of a great 
fan of pop music, and with the joy 
and release and gratitude he feels for 
performing. And he remains rawer 
than show biz usually allows itself to 
get. Whether he’s seducing or strut- 
ting, his message is the one that 
Lester Bangs once claimed for Elvis: 
“Let’s fuck.” 

At Avalon, performing for young 
urbanites and middle-aged women 
gussied up for the evening (delight- 
fully, I might add), he was generous 
enough to get it on with everybody. It 
was as purely pleasurable a show as 
I’ve seen in months. He treats his 
own outsize masculinity with a dollop 
of self-parody, though he never 
shortchanges emotion, and he has the 
good humor to wink rather than leer. 

He also provides a big, unsubtle 
pleasure you don’t get from more nu- 
anced performers. You want a num-

ber like “(It Looks Like) Ill Never 
Fall in Love Again” to be huge and 
over-emotional and luscious — and 
with Jones it is. And though the hits 
were greeted with squeals and sing- 
alongs, he detonates any chance of 
being labeled a nostalgia act. 

In a night filled with vocal marvels, 
the highlight was an astonishing ver- 
sion of “A Girl like You.” He took off 
into the stratosphere, daring the effi- 
cient young pros backing him to keep 
up. Dropping their slick exterior, they 
did their damnedest. Muddy Waters 
used to boast, “All those girls/Sittin’ 
out there in line/I’ll make love to you 
woman/In five minutes’ time.” Tom 
Jones might have been upping that 
ante when at the song’s climax he 
yelled joyfully, “And your sisters, 
too!” Ain’t that a man?

BOYZ li MEN 
AND BABYFACE: 
BOYS AND MAN 


Was it worth $45 a ticket to see a 
whole lot of Boyz II Men, a stupen- 
dous set by Babyface, and about a 
glimpse and a half of a singer named 
Brandy a week ago at the Worcester 
Centrum? If you’re a nine-to-15- 
year-old girl, the answer, at least for 
Boyz II Men, has to be “Yes!” Be- 
cause there you were — an entire 
palladium of you — screaming like 
crazy for every ham-it-up move in ev- 
ery sentimental song the Philadelphia 
foursome sang. 

You screamed when Shawn Stock- 
man writhed on the floor, you 
screamed when Wanya Morris 
grabbed his crotch, you even 
screamed when Michael McCary, the 
group’s bass voice, grunted his way 
through a few portentously low notes. 
You tumbled from your seat when the 
guys sang Lennon and McCartney’s 
“Yesterday”; you did headstands 
when they moaned “Little Things.” 
And need I remind you what you did 
when they sang the Temptations-like 
funky tune “You Know”? 

You were right, in a way, to do 
what you did. Because Boyz II Men 
sure can sing — they riff their 
melodies forcefully and cling to four- 
part harmony with a muscular steadi- 
ness many hardcore rappers will nev- 
er equal. Not since the Temptations 
and Dells took the stage 30 years ago 
and more has a bassman stopped a 
show as breathlessly as Michael Mc- 
Cary, on whose sense of depth and 
timing “The End of the Road” de- 
pends entirely. 

Unhappily for your screaming, 
however, there used to be more to 
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male-group singing than hamming it 
up, wearing well-coordinated cloth- 
ing, and displaying a sense of depth 
and timing. Back in the soul age, 
there was a context of solidarity — a 
community of feeling, a sense of ro- 
mantic and spiritual togetherness, 
what “soul” was all about — into 
which the singers poured their whole 
life. That context has long since van- 
ished, leaving Boyz II Men flinging 
vulgar crotch moves and purposeless, 
long-held: single-note-solos. into the 
void. 

At times, as they cried their way 
through songs about the pain of 
clinging to the past, they seemed like 
esthetic holograms. Their soft-shoe 
moves and red suit jackets became an 
exercise in virtual reality, all color but 
no blood, a narrative in which gesture 
replaces meaning — which is the 
deeper implication of today’s diversi- 
ty curriculum, with its lip-service 
standard of values. If the Worcester 
Centrum girls screamed for crotch 
grabs and the surface effects of har- 
monies retrieved from long ago, they 
were only being good students. 

But there was also Babyface on the 
bill, and his 75-minute set — though 
imperfectly at home in a venue as un- 
sympathetic as the Centrum — was 
everything the Boyz II Men blast was 
not. He looked every bit as slimly 
hunky as John F. Kennedy Jr., and he 
wielded a tenor of unmistakably mas- 
culine sweetness. You could criticize 
him for borrowing a bit too much of 
Stevie Wonder’s weepiest, but 
creamy notes were the perfect vocab- 
ulary for his culture of patient suavi- 


Performing his.own compositions 
from the CDs Tender Lover and For 
the Cool in You (both on Epic) as 
well as hits he’s written for everybody 
from Pebbles to Toni Braxton, Baby- 
face stated his case: “I feel like wom- 
en should demand respect. They de- 
serve respect.” And then he demon- 
strated it, bringing a young woman 
up onto the stage and romancing her 
with both fervor and dignity as — the 
night’s most unforgettable piece of 
showmanship — he offered her five 
$100 bills: one for every time, as he 
put it, somebody might happen to 
have caused her hurt. After which he 
sang to soothe, taking-his time to 
elaborate both lyric and melody. He 
sang to become trusted, believed, re- 
lied upon, no matter how long it 
might take. And often it took a very 
long time indeed, as his understated 
songs ran to seven minutes and more 
of restraint, gorgeousness, and flesh- 
and-blood tension.

hoe tia the Reducers 


by Charles Taylor 


glorious tension plays itself 

out on Shinola (Rave On), 

the fourth album from the 

Reducers (not including 

1991’s essential compila- 
tion disc Redux, also on Rave On). Sixteen 
years after they first began playing togeth- 
er, this New London (Connecticut) quar- 
tet are taking stock of where they are as a 
band and how far they’ve come. On Shi- 
nola, their finest work to date, the Reduc- 
ers acknowledge the price — physical, 
emotional, financial — of doing what you 
have to do to survive while refusing to give 
up what you love best. The band use that 
as a means of connection with their audi- 
ence, a way of getting at the trade-offs and 
compromises life forces on us, as well as 
the compromises we resist at all costs. 

In the lyrics you hear tenacity shot 
through with weariness: “Days drag by so 
slowly/Years fall down like rain”; “I’ve 
been hanging out now/Feels like a hun- 
dred years/Got lots of education/Not 
much of a career”; “Out with the old and 
in with the new/Hope there’s still some 
room for you”; “Soon this will all be for- 
gotten”; “This is not a kid’s game.” Rock 
is long past being only a youthful enthusi- 
asm for the Reducers. They’re adults in 
what everyone — from upstart young 
bands to music-industry sharpsters — 
continually refers to as a kid’s game, 
aware that “the hands on the clock are 
spinning round and round.” 

But there’s nothing defeated or tired 
about the sound of Shinola. It has the sort 
of hard, lean momentum that comes from 
years of sweat and scrapping and endless 
playing, even as it resounds with the joy 
and freedom and camaraderie of a group 
of buddies who might be discovering for 
the first time the sound they can make to- 
gether. When you hear the release and the 
urgency in the guitars of Peter Detmold 
and Hugh Birdsall — who work together 
like guys in a friendly game of chicken, 
each daring the other to see who can get 
closer to the edge of a cliff — and the way 
bassist Steve Kaika and drummer Tom 
Trombley keep grounding the guitars and 
edging them forward at the same time, you 
know this band aren’t doing just what they 
love to do but what they were meant to do. 

The Reducers’ sound was always some- 
where between a shootout and the fastest 
party you’ve ever been to. The numbers 
were compressed and jittery and catchy as 
hell. Formed in the flush of enthusiasm 


that punk brought with it, the band also 
owed something to British mod and pub 
bands. It was an Amesican sound translat- 
ed into British and then back into Ameri- 
can. 

The sound of Shinola is bigger, more ex- 
pansive. It’s not just that some numbers 
(like “Some Other Time” and “Laughing 
Boy”) are slower, poppier, more complexly 
arranged, but that the sound has opened up 
in the signature rockers (like “San Antone” 
and “Subject To Change”). Time and again 
the band manage the tricky feat of increas- 
ing the scope of a song as they increase the 
tempo. (Trombley, especially, gets to show 
off more range than he has before.) 

Their attitude has expanded too. The 
Reducers have always been punk moralists 
with a sense of humor, their numbers a 
catalogue of what pissed them off (cops, 
conformity, nosy neighbors, authority fig- 
ures who judged you worthless for not ad- 
hering to their values). Shinola is about 
how experience tempers rage into the basis 
for a system of beliefs. They still find plen- 
ty to be pissed off about, but there’s also 
an understanding of what ties people to 
routine even as, like the man in “Real 
Gone,” they scheme to escape it. “Laugh- 
ing Boy” might have been merely a you’ll- 
get-yours number if Hugh Birdsall’s vocal 
didn’t give it the sort of wounded .pride 
you associate with “I’m a Loser.” Bird- 
sall’s singing here is sublime, as it is on the 
lovely “Baby, You’re Gonna Lose,” where 
he’s torn between sympathizing with the 
rebellion of the 17-year-old girl he’s 
singing to and worrying that he’ll sound 
like an old fart if he tries to tell her she’s 
headed for trouble. 

Shinola is bookended by a pair of road 
songs. The ferocious “San Antone” sets 
the mood for the CD’s head-against-the- 
wind spirit. But the closing instrumental, 
“Endless Bummer” (Ennio Morricone 
makes surf music), cuts deeper. You could 
say it’s the sound of gunfighters riding out 
of town after a job well done, except that 
the modesty, even dignity, of the number 
won’t allow that. The Reducers don’t pos- 
ture as heroes or assume they’re the only 
ones fighting the everyday battles they sing 
about. But apart from the Mekons (from 
whom they’re very different), I can’t think 
of another emerged-from-punk band 
who’re carrying on in the spirit that in- 
spired them, with their energy undimin- 
ished and their approach deepened. The 
Reducers make the prospect of facing up 
to everyday pettiness and indignities seem 
not just an honorable proposition but a 
hell of a lot of fun.

t one end of route 35W 
there’s Austin, Texas, a 
college town that boasts 
one of the-most vibrant 
music scenes in the coun- 
try. At the other end, in the heart of 
Hormel country, lies another Austin, the 
small Minnesota town where singer/song- 
writer Martin Zellar was born and raised. 
“I might as well have been growing up in 
Nome,” is what Zellar says looking back 
on those days from his apartment in Min- 
neapolis. “There were three bars in Austin 
— a biker bar, a country bar, and a Top 
40 bar. So if you wanted to play music, 
you basically learned covers that would en- 
able you to play at all three bars.” 

A decade ago, with more than 200 cover 
tunes under their belts, Zellar and three of 
his friends fulfilled a dream of sorts — 
they got the hell ‘out of Austin and joined 
the burgeoning Minneapolis music scene 
as the Gear Daddies, a great, scruffy little 
band who released two albums’ worth of 
Zellar’s rugged, countrified-rock tunes 
and got christened the “next Replace- 
ments” before breaking up three years 
ago. Each of those albums, 1988’s let’s go 
scare al (Gark) and 1990’s Billy’s Live 
Bait (Polydor), balanced Zellar’s reflective 
side with a couple of loose, inspired rock- 
ers, and they fell between the cracks in the 
days before you could hear the Jayhawks 
do a Gram Parsons homage on the radio 
sandwiched between Jane’s Addiction and 
Green Day. 

“We were a very small fish in a big 
ocean at Polydor,” is how Zellar describes 
it. “We lived and died by word of mouth. 
And when you’re living like that, the stakes 
just get higher as the years go by. You 
start asking yourself, ‘Jesus, is this really 
what I want to be doing for the rest of my 
life?’ For a couple guys in the band the 
answer was no.” 

Zellar still lives in Minneapolis, and he’s 
still writing arresting songs. His solo de- 
but, the stark and moving Born Under, just 
came out on Rykodisc. Small-town Austin 
still courses like a mild poison through the 
blood and guts of the characters that pop- 
ulate his tunes. 

Yeah, Born Under isn’t a light-hearted, 
feel-good album. It’s dark and heavy, but 
in ways you may not expect. There’s no 
false crying-in-my-beer sentimentality in 
these roots, no larger-than-life tragedies 
or Biblical calamities.4 la Nick Cave, no 
deep-seated moral to the story. What’s 
striking is the undeniable smallness of all 
that happens, the way the minor defeats 
pile up into a heap. of sorrows in the back 
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HEAP OF SORROWS: Zellar’s characters have pained lives, but 
like most of.us, they keep their gnawing anguish hidden. 


Small-town guy 


riter Martin Zellar 
is a compelling realist 


of a closet — some place where your 
spouse, friends, and neighbors can’t see. 
There’s no suicide; there are no battered 
wives, no drugs or guns — just little hu- 
miliations that aren’t colorful or scan- 
dalous enough to catch Oprah’s eye, or 
Rikki’s or Sally’s. 

In one of the disc’s more upbeat ditties, 
“East Side Boys,” Zellar paints a thumb- 
nail sketch of the forgotten kids from the 
other side of the tracks, where “the Christ- 
mas lights hung all year round and the 
sidewalks went unshoveled.” A jaunty 
country beat gallops on the heels of two 
twangy guitars as his torn and frayed voice 
pays a lonesome tribute to some of Ameri- 
ca’s future meat-packing-plant workers — 
the kids whose parents never came to 
“conference day at school.” There’s no 
glory, and no condescension, either, just a 
slight sense of relief that, as much as he’d 
like to see into their world, he’s glad as 
hell not to be one of them. 

Zellar’s characters are patently unlucky. 
In “Something’s Gotta Happen,” a man 
watches from the window one morning as 
his pregnant wife runs for the bus. Driven 
by an insistent, mid-tempo beat and a 
gritty electric guitar, a river of regret 
washes over the singer: “For a 60-dollar 
and a kiss/You get a 
fucked-up man like me/Beaten, broke, 
and weak.” Zellar paints the scene with 
the broad strokes of a weathered voice 
reminiscent of the downcast Springsteen 
of Nebraska. His voice is an item all its 
own — gritty and deep as Springsteen’s 
but with a touch of vibrato and a countri- 
fied nasal high end. 

But there’s no resolution in the song. 
When the guitars, mandolin, and organ re- 
cede, you know the guy’ll be back where 
he started, lying awake in bed trying to 
pretend he can’t hear her crying. It’s 
poignant and scary, jarring in more subtle, 
concrete ways than the horror-show bom- 
bast of Nine Inch Nails or even the sin- 
cere, impressionistic despair of Nirvana’s 
bleaker tunes. That’s because Zellar’s nar- 
ratives are grounded in stark documentary 
realism. And it’s hard not to catch a fleet- 
ing glimpse or yourself or someone you 
know in each one. 

“I probably give small-town Austin a 
worse name than it deserves,” Zellar re- 
flects, “but I tend to write_when I’m 
down. But I also disagree with the way 
small towns have been romanticized, be- 
cause that’s not the entire picture. I 
haven’t met anyone who grew up in a 
small town who hasn’t said, ‘Yeah, I 
agree.’ I think the people romanticizing 
small-town America either grew up in 
Mayberry or are just looking at it from 
too great a distance.” Q 
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Baaba Maal brings Senegal’s 


traditional sounds to the fore

aaba Maal was once 
African pop’s best-kept 
secret. The Senegalese 
vocalist had an outfit that 
was the equal of better- 
known West African acts like Salif Keita 
and Youssou N’Dour, and a sharp, gale- 
force voice that could be keening or ca- 
ressing by turns. 

Unfortunately, though he produced 
great traditional albums, notably Baayo 
(Mango, 1991), his band réleases never 
quite earned him the media spotlight. His 
1992 Lam Toro got help from a battery of 
“proven” producers, including Miami mae- 
stro Joe Galdo. But Galdo’s thumpy dance 
grooves sold Maal’s complex rhythms and 
sub-Saharan spirituality. far short. All this 
changes, though, with Maal’s new Firin’ in 
Fouta (Mango), not only an overdue call- 
ing card for him but a landmark in African 
pop fusion. He and his band Dande Lenol 
come to the Somerville Theatre on Satur- 
day for a double bill with South Africa’s 
top mbaqanga act, Mahlathini and the Ma- 
hotella Queens, who celebrate their 30th 
anniversary this year. 

Fouta is the dry region of Northern 
Senegal where the Fulani people herd cat- 
tle along the banks of the Senegal River. 
For Maal, coming of age meant moving 
beyond Fulani culture to mingle with the 
majority Wolof. population in the Sene- 
galese capital, Dakar. When he went there 
to study music in the ’70s, the city moved 
to the mbalax sound, which is driven by 
brisk, Wolof sabar drumming. As he trav- 
eled, Maal explored the court music of the 
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Manding griots and the Arab-tinged 
sounds along the Mauritanian border, and 
eventually Western musical concepts at a 
Paris conservatory.. Last year, though, he 
returned to his birthplace in Fouta to 
launch a new project. 

“For this record,” he told me last fall, 
“we began in my town, Podor. We went 
there with sound engineers, cameras, and 
the producer, Simon Emmerson. In Podor, 
people make music when they are working 
in the fields, preparing food, or at the 
mosque. They were interested in this 
record, and they organized things for us to 
record and film, to show -us different kinds 
of cultural expression.” Sound samples 
from Podor turn up woven into the mix of 
songs the band later recorded in Dakar and 
in London, where Maal tastefully overlaid 
tracks by large string and horn sections. 

On Firin’ in Fouta, idiosyncratic takes 
on funk, reggae, salsa, and hip-hop offer 
the sounds of fishermen singing by the wa- 
ter, a muezzin calling the faithful to prayer, 
children chanting in a game. On “Sidiki” 
— the disc’s knockout opener — there’s 
an odd rhythmic pounding that sounds like 
gunshots separated by an excited chorus of 
female voices. “Those are all the young 
girls in my family,” says Maal. “We did 
that in the evening. There were something 
like 40 girls pounding millet.” 

This stark juxtaposition of rural life and 
high technology might come off as a gim- 
mick but for Maal’s exceptional musicality. 
The magic of this album lies in its combi- 
nation of delicate acoustic sounds — prin- 
cipally plucked string instruments, from 
the 21-string kora to a French folk harp 
— and ballsy electric pop. “The most im- 
portant thing is that I wanted to see if I

could get the modern music and the tradi- 
tional music together without one of them 
overpowering the other.” Maal succeeds as 
no one has before. Songs like “Salimoun 
(Funky Kora)” and the driving techno 
romp “Gorel” create an ever-evolving 
thicket of sounds: snapping djembe 
drums, popping snare, shimmering harp 
riffs, airy Fulani flute, and full-throated 
male and female choruses. 

Maal’s powerful voice cuts through all 
this, never lost in the action no matter how 
delicate his inflections or how busy the 
music. At a time when. many high-tech 
Afropop efforts seem caught up in rehash- 
ing formulas, he marshals a relentless pa- 
rade of ideas. Experiments tried in the past 
appear polished and fresh here, like 
“Swing Yela,” a dramatic improvement 
over Lam Toro’s attempt at Afro-hip-hop, 
“Hamady Boiro.” Cool as ice and bursting 
with party anarchy, “Swing Yela” boasts 


great melodies but peaks with a delicious 
Wolof rap by two young Senegalese toast- 
ers. The scolding tone rings true, but the 
message, as Maal explains it, has a decid- 
edly non-gangsta flavor: “Instead of trying 
to see our faults, we only see the faults of 
others.” 

Maal’s serious themes include the pain 
caused by the devaluation of the Central 
African franc, the regenerative powers of 
community, motherhood, and — on

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New CDs spotlight radical 


Russian composers of the ’20s

don’t know how radical you are or 
how radical I am. I am certainly not 
radical enough, that is, one must 
always try to be as radical as reality 
itself.” That is Lenin talking, soon 
after the 1917 revolution, when Commu- 
nism was bursting with utopian vision. 
Part of that vision was being put into 
practice by painters like Wassily 
Kandinsky and Kasimir Malevich, the 
filmmaker Sergei Eisenstein, poets 
Vladimir Mayakovsky and Vladimir 
Khlebnikov — artistic revolutionaries 
who believed that the way to a classless 
society could be forged with radically 
new art forms. Although time has been 
kind to these iconoclasts, only Sergei 
Prokofiev, among composers of the 
decade following the revolution, re- 
mains well known in Russia and the 
West. Who remembers Alexander 
Mosolov, Arthur Lourié, Nikolai 
Roslavets? Do they still matter? 


A spate of recently issued domestic and. 


European discs enables us to re-envision 
Russian musical history. After all, it’s only 


us 


politics that made Mosolov, Lourié, and 
Roslavets shadowy figures. The triumph of 
Stalinism drove them and the rest of the 
musical avant-garde into exile. Public per- 
formances and recordings were not toler- 
ated. 

So we may well be amazed and gratified 
when seven CDs suddenly show up. Dab- 
blers will want to start with Steffen 
Schleiermacher’s piano recital of various 
composers’ works on Soviet Avant Garde 
(hatArt), and with a stunningly recorded 
performance of Mosolov’s Zavod (“Iron 
Foundry”) and Prokofiev’s Third Sym- 
phony by Riccardo Chailly and the Ams- 
terdam Concertgebouw (London): True 
musical Russophiles will want all five discs 
issued by the French CDM label (dis- 
tributed by Harmonia Mundi), which in- 
clude two compilations, Russian Songs of 
the 1920s and Chamber Music of the 
1920s, both first-rate samplers that show- 
case the composers on the hatArt CD in a 
variety of instrumental and vocal settings. 
There’s also Alexander Mosolov: Works for 
Piano; Arthur Lourié: Songs; and Nikolai

If one generalization holds true for this 
group, it’s that the music glows with con- 
vulsive dynamics, or with understated but 
marked manic-depressive conflicts, which 
make it sound as radical as the start of the 


Russian Revolution. Listen to Mosolov’s - 


three-and-a-half-minute opus for orches- 
tra, Zavod. This is a sonic evocation of a 
factory where iron becomes steel, a clan- 
goring ostinato for screaming brass and 
bone-crunching percussion. Think of or- 
chestral forces marshaled to replicate the 
brute force of heavy machinery, hammer 
thuds, chopping blades. Mosolov was far 
from the only composer to utilize mecha- 
nistic rhythms and colors, but it has never 
been done so fiercely. 

His piano music, on both 
the Schleiermacher recital 
and the disc with Russian 
pianist Rusudan Khuntsaria 
on the CDM label, mixes vi- 
olently brooding themes 
with dreamy and humorous 
fragments. His piano con- 
certo mixes quotes from 
vaudeville songs with harsh- 
ly dissonant interludes. His 
songs setting newspaper 
classified ads for rat catch- 
ers and lost dogs to strident- 
ly jarring chords, full of 
grimly surre- 
al humor, 
are a high 
point of the 
otherwise 
romantically 
poetic Rus- 
sian Songs 
disc.

Nikolai Roslavets was a great formal 
experimenter who used tone rows and 
quirky forms of motif development. Odd- 
ly, his music sounds close 
to the mainstream Russian 
romanticism listeners 
would identify with Rach- 
maninov or late Prokofiev. 
Outstanding are his sonatas 
for viola (which are includ- 
ed on the CDM disc of his 
chamber works), pieces 
that show off the full tonal 
range of the often neglected 
instrument. 

And though Prokofiev hardly 
suffers neglect, his uproarious 
Third Symphony, songs set to 
Russian poetry, and-chamber 
music of the 
20s deserve 
wider recog- 
nition. Sting-

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Siouxsie and the Banshees 
have tempered their cries

unk rock begat 
Siouxsie and the Ban- 
shees, but over the 
years the band 
haven’t had much to 
do with unhinged feeling. In the dis- 
tant past, their sound was not so 
much a spontaneous explosion as a 
calculated scrape. At the core of their 
trademark uneasiness is Siouxsie 
Sioux’s voice — gorgeous but distant, 
mellifluous without a trace of warmth. 
The best Siouxsie songs have been 
those on which her voice dances 
through rhythms chopped to pieces 
and reassembled for maximum jitter 
effect. Even when they covered the 
Beatles’ “Dear Prudence,” the Ban- 
shees turned the song’s yearning into 
something creepy and unforgettable. 
But on The Rapture (Geffen), the 
band’s first release in three years, 
Siouxsie’s warble sounds less like an 
alien goddess and more like a nurtur- 
ing earth mama. Likewise, the disc it- 
self sports fatter, more salt-of-the- 
earth tones that might not fare well 
with old-time Siouxsie followers who 
prefer a starker approach. (A limited- 
edition fluorescent vinyl version of 
the album comes out on January 31; 
CDs hit stores on February 14.) 
Because much of their previous al- 
bum, Superstition, was so straight- 
ahead humdrum, The Rapture’s vitality 
stands in extra-vivid relief. The Ban- 
shees haven’t gone middle-of-the-road 
yet. And even if The Rapture’s produc- 
tion is fuller and the songs less frostbit- 
ten overall, the mood is not altogether 
sunny. Night never ends in “Not For-

gotten,” which is all thumping drums 
and wobbly guitars. Siouxsie finds her 
best home in this sort of number, 
where the instrumentation latches onto 
a choice groove that’s a lot more than 
just an unobtrusive backdrop for her 
menacing vocal excursions. The words 
are difficult to sift out of the mix, but 
the bruising pulse and the title suggest 
a certain monomania — one thought 
stretched taut yet still not ready to snap 
out of control. 

“Sick Child” is another track 
whose title defines its spirit. Even 
without the title, this number’s 
wooziness would be palpable. But the 
name helps mold the song into some- 
thing with a particular face. When 
lyrics get lost in the shuffle, it can 
help to have at least one tactile image 
to serve as compass.

Matt Johnson gives us a too 
conventional Hank Williams

imi Hendrix had Gil 
Evans, Kurt Cobain had 
Tori Amos, and now 
Hank Williams has Matt 
Johnson. Unlikely as it 
may seem, Londoner Johnson — 
whose atmospheric ramblings and 
studio noodlings as the driving force 
behind the The epitomize the post- 
modern sensibility — has taken on 
the songs of Williams, that 
quintessential American artist, patron 
saint of country music, and unironic 
poet of injured yearning. 

Although challenged by Williams’s 
repertoire on Hanky Panky (Epic, in 
stores January 31), Johnson emerges 
respectably. It’s not that great a leap 
from Hank Williams to rock and roll, 
any more than it’s a huge hurl from 
Jimi’s electric church music to Gil 
Evans’s serene electrified big-band 
jazz. But a funny thing happened on 
the way to the Golden Bowl: John- 
son, who’s noted for his idiosyn- 
crasies, manages to iron out all the 
wrinkles that make Hank Hank. 
What we end up with is respectable in 
a way Hank never was; it’s a conven- 
tional bunch of country-rock tunes 
— with real good lyrics. 

Some of Williams’s best-known 
work is not represented on Hanky 


| Panky (“Hey, Good Lookin’ ” and 


“I’m So Lonesome I Could Cry” are 
noticeably absent). But Johnson covers 
a good bit of ground, from standards 
like “Your Cheatin’ Heart” to gospel 


numbers like “I Saw the Light.” And 
he does so without the mawkish senti- 
mentality that dogs many posthumous 
tributes. The description of Williams 
as the “hillbilly Shakespeare” is apt; 
his songs depict life across class and 
ethnic boundaries, and their melody 
and rhythm are as important to the 
whole as what he has to say. (His re- 
cently published collected lyrics stand 
alone as a solid book of verse.) 

The album opens with Williams’s 
promise of a wild night in “Honky 
Tonkin’.” Augmented by the signa- 
ture harmonica work of Jim Fitting 
(formerly of Treat Her Right, and 
pulled out of musical limbo by John- 
son for the The’s last tour), John- 
son’s voice is almost devilish as he 
looks for a companion to go “honky- 
tonkin’ ’round this town.” 

Countrified melodies get melded 
into quiet renditions of “Six More 
Miles,” “If You’ll Be a Baby to Me,” 
and “Your Cheatin’ Heart.” But for 
most of this collection, Johnson uses 
the musical elements of his spare, at- 
mospheric, guitar-picking trademark 
sound to create what — on the sur- 
face — amounts to another rocking 
the The album. Still, when you focus 
on the lyrics, Williams’s raw emotion 
comes to the fore. In recent years 
Johnson has been considered one of 
rock’s angry young men — not al- 
ways at the world so much as at the 
internal plagues that consume us. In 


the songs of Hank Williams, he’s met

at 11:50, disorientation (and disin- 
terest) might be the natural re- 
sponse. But “The Rapture” turns out 
to be not such a fearsome opus, 
largely because it’s three distinct 
songs melded together. It starts gen- 
tly, a soft brush of guitar, then 
Siouxsie gracefully intoning, 
“Falling, soaring so rhythmical- 
ly .. . falling for you so completely.” 

Leave it to the Banshees to express 
eroticism with such elegance. The 
song’s pitch softens further in a 
serene bath of synthesizers before 
veering off into a marching-beat seg- 
ment. The final slice of the triptych is 
the weak link, a postscript suspended 
in bland moodiness. 

As a single album track, “The Rap- 
ture” sprawls, but each part is a 
smooth unit unto itself. These days 
the Banshees revel more in fractured 
segues than in the fractured rhythms 
of earlier times. Even “Love Out 
Me,” which features a relentless spin 
of drums and guitars, is only mildly 
jarring. Which isn’t a putdown — 
jarring needn’t always be carried to a 
crashing extreme. 

A couple of cuts are bound to at- 
tract whole new legions of fans, the 
sort who prefer their pop with no 
darkness or discord whatsoever. On 
“O Baby,” Siouxsie sounds positively 
blissful as she purrs, “The cracks in 
the ground grin up at me/Even the 
creases in my shoes smile up at me/I 
thought it would end in tragedy, but 
I’m swimming in your glory.” The 
tune would exude a walking-on-air 
glow even without the words. Then 
there’s “Lonely One,” another bon- 
bon for sweethearts everywhere. 
Against the wistful pluck of strings, 
Siouxsie tells the tale of solitude 
turned effortlessly into romance. It’s 
glossy and lush, but not in the gener- 
ic mode of Superstition (discounting 
the great “Kiss Them for Me” single). 

Where The Rapture really soars is 
on “Stargazer,” a speedy-but-melod- 
ic rush colored by an optimism 
worlds removed from the Banshees’ 
brooding beginnings. Siouxsie sings 
about “thinking how to escape this 
straitjacket of constraint,” but the 
flush of the melody says she’s already 
busted loose. Q 


his match. In his own tunes, Johnson 
might reach to metaphor to get across 
his intent; Williams simply explains 
what’s eating him up inside: “These 
blues have got me cryin’/Oh, sweet 
Mama, please come home,” or “Oh I 
can’t get you off of my’mind/When I 
try I’m just wasting my time.” 

A number of the tracks on Hanky 
Panky speak of Williams’s marriage 
to the devil’s brew (he died at 29, ap- 
parently the result of toxic excess), 
but Johnson has also included some 
of the songwriter’s most religious 
songs. It’s an interesting contrast: a 
jug of wine to numb the mind, and 
Jesus the Savior to help see the light. 
What’s most affecting here is the way 
Johnson’s “I Can’t Escape from You” 
combines the secular and the sacred, 
with its heavy organ chords and light 
backing chorus, and the ambiguous 
“you” that’s either a woman or the 
Lord or, in the singer’s feverish des- 
peration, both. 

What’s hardest to take are the 
heavier reworkings of Williams’s bet- 
ter-known numbers. It won’t be only 
purists who find the lugubrious tem- 
po, Sun-era reverb, and honky-tonk 
piano of Johnson’s “Your Cheatin’ 
Heart” a poor substitute for the origi- 
nal. And when he turns “I Saw the 
Light” into guitar-and-harp-heavy 
Southern rock, he makes you realize 
that Williams’s ensemble conception 
was as crucial as his songwriting. 
You just can’t beat Hank’s ungodly 
wail of a voice against a prairie-blown 
pedal steel. “High lonesome” is a 
phrase associated with Bill Monroe, 
but it belongs to Williams as well. 

Hank isn’t untouchable. Ray 
Charles’s covers on his groundbreak- 
ing two-volume Modern Sounds in 
Country & Western Music made an 
argument for these tunes as soul mu- 
sic — but then, his voice is at least as 
expressive as Hank’s, and he grasped 
what the songs are about. Johnson is 
respectful, but he makes the 
strangeness of Hank’s work com- 
pletely familiar. Unlike Ray, he 
doesn’t have a clue. Q

CINATION (CMP). He’s probably 
still best known for his work as a 
teenager with Santana, but drum- 
mer Shrieve's distinguished career 
has also included stints with 


Automatic Man, Stomu 
Yamash’ta’s Go, and last year’s 
outstanding collaboration with 
bassist Jonas Hellborg and guitar 
fiend Buckethead, Octave of the 
Holy Innocents (Day Eight Music). 
Fascination continues in the 
same jam-oriented vein, only this 
time Shrieve’s cohort is guitarist 
Bill Frisell and organist Wayne 
Horvitz. Together they convert a 
few simple tunes and improvisa- 
tions into powerful mood pieces. 
The opening “Sam the Man” shows 
the way; the groove’s a basic biues 
and the melody’s a fragment, but 
the sizzle of Shrieve’s cymbals and 
the bedrock foundation provided 
by Horvitz’s bass pedals make it 
sound much meatier. Frisell’s fab 
as usual. His pale-rider inflections 
on Chris Whitley's “Living with the 
Law" are classic, and he ends his 
“Circus! Circus!” solo with a noise 
burst that’s as floor-shaking as a 
missile launch. And Shrieve steers 
clear of showboating; his only solo, 
on “Jig Saw,” is less a chops dis- 
play than a perceptive response to 
the gorgeous backing atmospher- 

ics of Frisell and Horvitz.

“My Nike Air” — either mocking 
the sellout of Michael Jordan or 
praising the shoes that make the 
man — has an aggressive funk 
guitar, pounding drums, a PE-ike 
rap interlude, and a winding sax 
solo that balances out the some- 
times silly lyrics. There’s also a 
reggae-fied Curtis Mayfield (“Fred- 
die’s Dread”) and a funkier '90s 
revamping of “Whole Lotta Love,” 
which stays true to the classic rock 
while blending Rippopotamus’s 
own “hornier” sound.

**1/2 Jai Uttal and the 
Love Orchestra, BEGGARS AND 
SAINTS (Triloka). Reared on 
classical piano and Appalachian 
banjo tunes, Jai Uttal turned on to 
Indian music 25 years ago. His 
years of study with sarod master 
Ali Akbar Khan and the time he 
spent living with the Baul people in 
India show prominently on this, his 
third free-form outing with the 
Pagan Love Orchestra. Uttal plays 
an array of Eastern and Western 
instruments, principally the dotar, 
an evocative banjo-like lute that he 
weaves into most of his contem- 
plative sound tapestries, The 
grooves tend to the weighty, Peter 
Gabriel variety, and indeed Uttal’s 
fluid, husky voice recalls Gabriel's 
at times, though on the pop-inflect- 
ed “Be with You,” another Anglo 
soul man, Sting, comes to mind. 
Without the virtuosity that dis- 
tinguishes Indian classical music, 
Uttal’s bellowing passion can feel 
overblown. But the cool touch in 
the music leavens things. And 
when he pairs his voice with Mala 
Ganguly's clear-toned alto, as on 
“Gopala,” a pleasing synergy 
results. On the title track, a gentle 
instrumental, Uttal’s dotar takes on 
the silvery, slicing character of the 
Indian sarod; it’s offset by the 
woody warmth of Steve Gorn’s 
bansurai flute. When the tune 
lapses into a quasi-American folk 
melody, you hear an unexpected 
connection — the best aspect of 
Uttal’s music. Unfortunately, too 
much of what remains offers more 
atmosphere than substance, so it 
only fills in the cracks that sepa- 
rate Uttal’s far-flung musical 


domains.

Sully (Newman) tries to sue Carl 
Roebuck (Bruce Willis) for a knee 
injury he sustained while 
employed by Carl's construction 
company; even after the judge 
(Philip Bosco) throws Sully’s case 
out of court, Sully and his inept 
lawyer (Gene Saks) don’t stop 
playing poker with Carl, and Sully 
ends up working for him again. 
Nothing about Sully’s salvation 
rings true — and that, unfortunate- 
ly, is what Nobody's Fool turns out 
to be about.

In this, his second movie, Quentin 
Tarantino confronts.the pulp of 
human experience, of pop-cultural 
detritus, and of his own disturbed 
adolescent romantic imaginings 
and imposes on it the fiction of 
truth.

Thousands 
of Huguenots gather in Paris for 
the nuptials, and .. . disaster 
strikes. Why can’t we just get 
along? Chéreau has no answers; 
he and his cast can’t even figure 
out their characters’ inconsisten- 
cies.

**xQUIZ SHOW (1994). With 
this re-enactment of the infamous 
Twenty-One scandal of the 1950s, 
director Robert Redford and 
scriptwriter Paul Attanasio convert 
a pop-cultural anecdote into a rich 
evocation of a period, a pointed 
study of ambition and responsibili- 
ty, an illuminating drama of class 
and family conflict, and a relevant 
critique of the media. Bernie 
Stemple (John Turturro in a perfor- 
mance that balances sycophancy 
and mordant wit) is a crew-cutted, 
bespectacled nudge from Queens 
with an astounding memory and 
ah obsequious on-the-air person- 
ality.

Seldom have so many done so 
much for so little — that’s the 
impression one gets of the annual 
French fashion-design show called 
“Prét-a-porter” as seen in Robert 
Altman’s new film, whose title was 
changed from Prét-a-Porter for the 
benefit of dullard Americans. Not 
that it isn’t a spectacle worth see- 
ing.
